CHIEF BURKETT: It is with a great deal of pleasure that 
we welcome each and every one of you to our city, and in behalf 
of the City of Salisbury I present Mayor Dungan, of the City of 
Salisbury. 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


HONORABLE D. C. DUNGAN, Mayor of the City of Salisbury: 
Mr. President, Members of the State Firemen’s Association: 


Last year at Carolina Beach when you were extended an 
invitation to hold the convention in Salisbury you were promised 
a warm welcome, ample facilities to hold your business sessions, 
a program chock full of enjoyment, and entertainment, and you 
were assured that there would be no charge for your dancing. 
These promises still hold true and are fulfilled. Salisbury is glad 
to have you. We are an understanding people—we know what 
convention means. It is a place to get away from routine business, 
conduct a little business, and have a whole lot of fun. 

Gentlemen, go to it.

CHIEF BURKETT: Mr. R. J. Everest was appointed to act 
as general chairman and we are very sorry that he is ill and will 
not be with us, but we have Mr. O. G. Bain, of the Chamber of 


Commerce of our city, who will address you in behalf of the 
Chamber of Commerce and Mr. Everest. 


MR. 0. G. BAIN: President Hildebrand and Members of the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association: 


We are indeed glad to have you visit our city and have you 
as our guests in the Fifty-third convention. We want you to have 
a good time, and if any of you should feel badly next morning 
from a headache and want to write your wife, drop in the office 
of the Chamber of Commerce, and our secretary, Mrs. Conrad, will 
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write that letter for you, because we don’t want you to go back 
home feeling bad and get in the dog-house for coming to Salisbury.

CHIEF BURKETT: Thank you, Mr. Bain. We are very 


sorry that Mr. Everest is unable to be with us. It is now my 
pleasure to introduce Mr. A. C. Holmes, City Manager of the 


City of Salisbury. 

MR. A. C. HOLMES, City Manager of the City of Salisbury: 
Mr. Toastmaster, Ladies and Gentlemen: I consider it quite 

an honor to have the privilege of appearing before this great 

organization. 


First, I want to commend you for the great service that you 
render in the protection of life and property from the greatest 
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enemy—fire. I know of no group of men more valuable and who 
should be appreciated more than the firemen of the State of North 
Carolina. On behalf of the City of Salisbury I extend a hearty 
welcome, especially to my old friend, Brockwell. I know he is a 
great fighter—in fact that is where I met him, in a free-for-all 
fight at State College. Gentlemen, we are glad to have you with 
us. The City is yours, and if I can be of any further service do 
not hesitate to call on me. 


MR. J. A. HUDSON, Secretary of the Salisbury Junior Chamber 
of Commerce: 


Ladies and Gentlemen: I would like to take this opportunity 
on behalf of the Salisbury Junior Chamber of Commerce, and also 
on behalf of the North Carolina Junior Chamber of Commerce 
to congratulate you upon the splended service you have done in 
your particular field of fire prevention. I am authorized to advise 
you that each organization of the Junior Chamber of Commerce 
has set aside one month each year to be designated as fire pre- 
vention month. We are at your service and do not know what 
is best for you and what we can do to help, but we want you to 
know we are available at any time you wish to call_on us. The 
Junior Chamber of Commerce recognizes that many of you fire- 
men are within the age limit of twenty-one to thirty-five, and 
we think we understand your particular problem of entertainment, 
and we are glad to do anything we can; and you who are older, 
if there is anything that we can do to make your stay in our city 
more pleasant don’t fail to call on us. ; 


RESPONSE TO ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


MR. SHERWOOD BROCKWELL: 


Chief, Charlie, Mayor Dungan, prominent citizens of the City 
of Salisbury: In speaking in behalf of this fine assembly of North 
Carolina Firemen’s Association in their fifty-third annual conven- 
tion please let me say that I accept this assignment to respond to 
those splendid addresses of welcome as a unique honor and as a 
Special privilege of having been selected as one out of four thous- 
and firemen of North Carolina, practically a thousand of you here 
in this hall, to respond to the addresses of welcome. 


I want to assure you gentlemen that I believe I speak for 
every fireman assembled in this magnificent auditorium, in a 
building built and dedicated and named in honor of a man who 
Served us as vice-president for seventeen years, and a man who 
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in those seventeen years, in my humble opinion, did more to 
inspire the young men of the fire service than any man who ever 
lived in Salisbury, North Carolina, or in this particular case most 
anywhere in the State. I refer to your former Mayor, Archibald 
Henderson Boyden, known to all of us of the Firemen’s Associa- 
tion as Baldie Boyden. 


I want to say to you that this convention assembled in this 
building is not an ordinary convention composed of ordinary men. 
I want all of you on the stage to look out in front of you at a 
group of men numbering approximately a thousand, one-fourth of 
the personnel of the fire departments of North Carolina, a service 
composed of men whose duty in North Carolina is that of pro- 
tecting life and property against fire and other emergencies. In 
that group you will see not only men who are devoting their life 
to the protection of life and property, but men who are taking 
an active part in the building of everything worth while in this 
great State. I want to say to you that you can’t find one project 
in North Carolina worth while that not connected with it in some 
way is a member of some North Carolina fire department. In that 
group are men representing practically every profession and every 
trade in the State of North Carolina. We, the firemen of North 
Carolina, it goes without saying, are happy to be here in Salis- 
bury, North Carolina, because we are cognizant of the part that 
Salisbury has played or worked in the development of this great 
association, which now not only being an association for the pro- 
tection of life and property, men building things worth while in 
North Carolina, men representing every profession and every trade 
in North Carolina, but today with the threat over our beloved 
United States due to the method of warfare now being used in 
Europe, and the threatening sabotage, we join with the United 
States Army in becoming the first line of defense in the protection 
of this country against invasion. The importance of the fire service 
of the United States, especially to our beloved North Carolina, 
due to an act of a maniac, at last has been brought home to the 


people of this great state. 


Yesterday Chief Bennett, our silver-tongue orator and singer 
from Durham, paid tribute to members who have served as chief 
of the Salisbury Fire Department; he named them in order: 
Alex Parker, George Seyfort, P. H. Maroney, Bismark Capps, 
Dan Sides, Jake Wallace, Will A. Brown, Charlie Burkett. I am 
happy and I glory in the fact that I knew every one of these men 
save one, personally. I had the privilege of knowing them save | 
the first, Alex Parker, and I know him by the fact that he was 
always in the firing line with the fire department, and a man 
who served the American Legion of the State as Commander is 
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his grandson and proud of the fact that his grandfather in the 
early sixties organized the Salisbury Fire Department. 


It is right and fitting that we should pay tribute to these 
men because when any association fails to recognize the men who 
brought it up to the stage we find it then we have ceased to be 
a progressive and fast-moving organization. 


I look to Salisbury for more—improvement is the order of the 
day, and we come to Salisbury today because in the capacity of 
Chief of the Fire Department of Salisbury you have as progres- 
Sive, studious and sincere man as ever served any fire department 
in the United States, Charlie Burkett. 


I want you to know that as a veteran fireman I am urging 
every man in the convention today to go up to the Salisbury 
station and look in it and see as well kept apparatus as you will 
find anywhere on the face of the earth. I want you to see what 
in my opinion is an outstanding example of what can be done with 
the right man and right in a town of this size, because Salisbury 
has done it. Under the leadership of the present chief, with and 
by the cooperation of the citizens of the town, unequal to any 
town I have been in, they have taken the lead in fire prevention 
and have won national recognition along this line. (Applause). 


We want you to go in and see what can be done with an 
old station, because a number of years ago that station would 
not have been chosen as ideal, but today it stands out as a wonder- 
ful example of what an inspired and intelligent worker with the 
assistance of a town can do in remodeling an old building and 
putting stream line on it. 


We, the Firemen of North Carolina, are happy to be here. We 
want you to watch us and be in a position to bear testimony to 
the fact when we leave that we, the firemen of North Carolina, 
are an association composed of serious-minded men who are in 
constant realization of the importance of our work, and I believe 
that you will say that never have you had a more sober or more 
Serious group of young and middle-aged men in your district. 


I said we were fine men. It is easy to make a statement. 
In my hand I hold a gavel, which is testimony to the artistry of 
one of the members of our great organization. He, no doubt, is 
an outstanding wood-worker. This gavel was made by Chief J. F. 
Brandon. He is presenting it to the North Carolina Firemen’s 
Association in behalf of his department, the East Spencer Fire 
Department. Any of you who have been in the reel or wagon con- 
tests in the last five years know of the Spencer Fire Department. 
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This gavel has one hundred and eighty-two (182) separate and 
distinct parts, each and every part representing one of the one 
hundred and eighty-two fire departments in the State of North 
Carolina, and in behalf of the East Spencer Fire Department, Mr. 
President, may I present this to you. 


Let me thank each and every one of you for the welcome 
which you have extended, which to the firemen of North Carolina 
was unnecessary, and I want to leave with you the thought that 
sitting before you in this hall is a group of men representing 
four thousand firemen in North Carolina, seven full paid depart- 
ments, one hundred and seventy-five volunteer departments, a 
group of men who have delivered more to the welfare of the State 
of North Carolina than any other group of people in it, and, 
praise God, ask in return nothing save a sign of appreciation. 
(Applause). 


PRESIDENT C. A. HILDEBRAND: 


On accepting the gavel from the East Spencer Fire Depart- 
ment it leaves me without words to express it, but to the officers 
and members of the East Spencer Fire Department, I think that is 
one of the finest things that can be done, as the old gavel which was 
used over a number of years was presented by the Spencer Shop of 
the Southern Railway; and to the members of the Association, the 
gavel is just an implement of authority, but that authority does 
not rest alone with the officers of the association or any organiza- 
tion, it is used more as a tool to bring the organization to order 
and to use in rising and sitting as the occasion may present itself. 
The authority of any organization stands within its membership, 
and as far as the gavel being an instrument or symbol of author- 
ity, that is fine, but in all my attendance over twenty-five years 
of the State Firemen’s Association I have never had to see the 
president yet bring down the gavel with any dissention. 


East Spencer Fire Department, it gives me great pleasure to 
accept this gavel for use in the coming years of the North Caro- 
lina State Firemen’s Association. 


At this time I wish to recognize Chief Burkett. 


CHIEF BURKETT: 

Chief Palmer, from your splendid efforts and services you 
have arisen to the highest honor that you could receive in your 
department as Chief. As your work was accomplished, the firemen 
of this State began to recognize you and it was not long until you 
were elected as president of the North Carolina Firemen; the 
next year you were elected as president of the North Carolina - 
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State Firemen’s Association in Salisbury. Your work grew, and 
you were elected as president of the North Carolina Association of 
Fire Chiefs. We have had the pleasure of seeing you elected 
president of that association twice in this city, but the nation 
began to recognize your work, and three years ago I had the 
pleasure again of voting as second vice-president of the Fire 
Chiefs and you were elected Chief president. 


We have a little token that we want to present to you, and 
I wish to tell you that this wood came from here, that the labor 
was done by Chief Garrison of the Firemen’s Department, and I 
am happy to present this little token to you in behalf of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association, and hope you will cherish it 
and carry it with you. 


(The plaque bears the following inscription):

CHIEF PALMER: 


I wish to thank you and the Salisbury Fire Department for 
this wonderful emblem. I will hang this in my office so that 
in after years I will always remember the Salisbury firemen. 


It was my pleasure years ago to deliver the first piece of 
motorized equipment that the Salisbury Fire Department pur- 
chased in 1912. Since that time I have always been closely asso- 
ciated with members of the Salisbury Fire Department and always 
feel that the Salisbury Fire Department is a part of me and a 
part of the Charlotte Fire Department. 


CHIEF BURKETT: I would like to present Mr. Garrison. 
MR. GARRISON: 


As I told you last night, the banquet was only the beginning. 
I think we had a good time at the dance and we have lots more in 
store for you. You men have a series of tickets for playing golf, 
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the barbecue dinner, picture shows and other things. We want you 
to use those tickets. This afternoon at six o’clock the barbecue will 
be given at Mirror Lake. You will be served by your tickets and 
please have them ready so that when you get up to the service 
station there will not be any delay. 


We are looking forward to a continuation of the fun you are 
now having, and, as I said last night, if there is anything that 
you want that is not in the official program just call headquarters 
and it is there for you—if it is not there it will be found for you, 
and let’s have a good time through the rest of the week. 


Mr. Brockwell, I have a word or two I want to say to you. 
You have been coming to Salisbury a long time; we have wined 
and dined you, and you have been an inspiration to the fire de- 
partment and its upbuilding which you said so much about a while 
ago. The men of this fire department want to give you something 
that you can carry on and after you have gone on it can be handed 
down to your descendants, right on down to your grandchildren. 
It is with a great deal of pleasure that we present this plaque as 
the love and esteem of the Salisbury Fire Department. 


MR. BROCKWELL: 


Mr. Garrison, you have played hell here. I had come up to 
Salisbury foot-loose and fancy-free. I had made up my mind it 
would be one week I would not let any romantic feeling surge 
from my bosom. I had felt that this meeting would be a meeting 
in a town which I hold dear, having come here first in 1904 to 
catch for your baseball team, fresh out of State College, and I 
appreciate what your City Manager said about our fighting spirit 


at State College. 


I left Salisbury in 1904 to go home and marry, and all these 
years since that time it has been my privilege to introduce that 
girl of 1904 as the only woman on earth who is the mother of 
two Honorary Members of the North Carolina Firemen’s Associa- 
tion, our daughters, by the grace of God and your good wishes 
are members of the North Carolina Firemen’s Association, hon- 
orary life members. One is sick, and I leave tonight to go home 
to be with her mother and other sister when she is operated on 
Wednesday. I don’t know how to say it but I’m so happy to 
show her before she goes into that twilight sleep what the firemen 
of Salisbury in this convention assembled think of her Daddy. I 
don’t know how to say anything else. I will take this home this 
evening, and tomorrow I will say, “Mary, honey, this is a little 
token of the esteem the firemen of North Carolina not only hold 
for your Daddy, but you and your sister and your Mother. 
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Thank you, Mr. Chairman.

CHIEF BURKETT: 


We have with us today a friend and honorary member of the 
State Convention. He is a great speaker and a great authority on 
fire prevention, and we are very, very glad to have him visit us 
in North Carolina and to attend this convention. 


I present to you Roscoe Foster of the Navy Yard of Virginia. 


CHIEF FOSTER: 


Mr. President and officials of the City of Salisbury, fellow- 
firemen and officers of the State Firemen’s Association of the 
great State of North Carolina: 


I have been laboring under a little physical disability for 


some time but I am going to try to bring you a message more 
vital than you realize. 


Our Government is spending billions of dollars in prepared- 
ness. I am standing today in the heart of a state whose national 
born is the highest of any state in the United States, American 
free-born citizens. North Carolina rivals in American free-born 
American citizens one of the highest states in the union. You 
will read in history that our forefathers struggled to accomplish 
a free country which we have enjoyed. This country has been so 
free that we can’t realize being restricted in any manner for our 
own protection. If you watch the annals of the legislative halls 
today you will find people who are protesting against the very 
heart and protection we need, preparedness. Free people must 
exercise also a precaution in which to bring about a free people. 
When you go back and read history you will find that our fore- 
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fathers shed their blood for the things they thought were right. 


We, as firemen, are in the first line of defense in the protec- 
tion of our country, not only in the United States but in the forty- 
eight states throughout the United States. We have done it un- 
selfishly. I have often said to myself, a man must be insane to 
be a fireman. He allows patriotism to run to such an extent that 
he exposes his health, his family needs and other things to do 
service for others. Now we are facing a public duty not only to 
fight the demon, fire, but to fight against the enemy in our midst, 
to fight against people who would destroy. I don’t know whether 
you realize how important North Carolina is to national defense. 


North Carolina, through its textile industry, is one of the 
leading industries in national defense. North Carolina in cotton 
is one of the leaders in national defense, because without cotton 
we wouldn’t be able to make powder to fire our projectiles; we 
wouldn’t be able to make ammunition. So you are playing a very 
important part in your industrial life, and the firemen of this State 
should be alert to protect the industries so that we can carry 
forth the work that is being expanded so rapidly against insane 
individuals who want to conquer the world, and we will still have 
the democracy that our forefathers fought for and accomplished 
and handed down to us today. 


I have brought with me a couple of pamphlets which I will 
not take the time to read. I will submit them to Mr. Miller. One 
is very important, that is industrial poison and dangerous sub- 
stances. These materials you come in contact with every day, and 
more and more every day you are coming in contact with these in 
industrial life. I think if these are put in your Minutes and read 
by your officers and personnel you will be able to save yourselves 
a lot of punishment and prolong your life. 


I want to say, Mr. City Manager, in behalf of this old fellow 
going back to college days gives me an idea how old he is. As 
a practical drill master I told you when we met in Raleigh that 
he was the most practical man that ever lived in, putting over a 
subject, because he broke his arm in trying to jump over a fire 
apparatus while drilling. 


IT learned when he was talking about his daughter that he was 
married the same year I was. Sherwood is no spring chicken. He 
has sprouted many a long wing in his years of experience. 


We have pulled down the bars since the remark was made 
between the Governor of North Carolina and the Governor of 
Virginia. There is no longer a bar. Virginia in my section looks 
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upon North Carolina as a part of the section, and North Carolina 
in my section looks upon my seciton as a part of North Carolina. 
If they were to take all the North Carolinians out of the fire de- 
partment and out of the Navy Yard I think we would close up— 
there isn’t any division. 


In speaking to one of your Senators about a matter of inter- 
est to the Navy Yard he remarked he wasn’t in Virginia and it 
was the business of Virginia to look out for it. I said to him, 
“Senator, if I were to bring you a roster of the personnel of the 
Navy Yard I think you would move into our locality, because it 
is North Carolina.” We got his approval, and built a ship which 
was never launched, and named it “NORTH CAROLINA”. The 
NORTH CAROLINA has now became a realization but was not 
built in our yard, but we wanted to build it. We have the 
ALABAMA now on the way and working to completion as rapidly 
as possible. 


We have restricted visitors because we don’t know who is 
who in America. I touch on that to remind you to be alert as to 
who is who in North Carolina and in your own department. When 
you find anybody that is objecting to the things that are absolutely 
essential in building up the strength of your department for the 
future use of America, or any one objecting to building up the 
things in North Carolina to protect our youth that they will not 
suffer as they did in the past war—we should be on the alert to 
find out who they are. 7 


I do not wish to burden you much along this line but I wish 
to bring this message. The International Fire Chiefs in their en- 
deavors appointed a committee in 1937, which I was on. In 1939 
we changed chairmen due to a conflict between the chairman 
and the committee at the time, and we selected Hendrix Palmer, 
and accomplished much along the lines we were working on. We 
are having completed today a move to exempt all firemen from 
military draft where men in the fire department have shown valu- 
able services. The draft board will take cognizance of that and 
will exempt men for the reason that the fire departments and the 
textile industries are an element in preparedness. But do not 
think for a minute when a man is a member of a fire department 
that will give him exemption, because I can take you back to my 
State in the City of Winchester, every barber, boot-legger, boot- 
black, candle-stick maker and everybody -else was a member of 
the fire department, and when the alarm was turned in only 
thirty-two went to the fire yet there were over sixteen hundred 
members of the fire department, and all were getting exempted 
from jury duty, and we had the law changed and did not exempt 


. 
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the men from the fire department except those who were active 
members. That same law applies to the draft situation. It is the 
fellow who rolls out every hour of the day or night and takes 
part in fighting fires and is there on the ground when the muster 
roll is made. They are the ones who are going to be considered 
in this situation. We have a lot of work to do. We have instructed 
our general manager in New York to see if it is possible, due to 
the national emergency that exists in this country today, that the 
cities where the large industries are to get a subsidy for im- 
provement of the fire department from the National Government. 
If we were to work for preparedness we have got to have the 
National Government assist us in getting methods to do the work. 
I know how you gentlemen feel when you buy clothes. I like to 
buy a good garment because I think it wears better, but today 
there is a lot of cheap fire apparatus being purchased by our 
cities and towns, and that is false economy. It isn’t always the 
cheap article that saves the dollar; it is the quality the dollar will 
buy, and I am going to urge upon you members of the fire de- 
partments when you go back home and your cities have to buy 
hose, fire plugs—and I am not selling any of them—to buy qual- 
ity and not the cheap articles because when you roll out on the 
scene of a fire at night the men’s lives are at stake at the nozzle, 
and without proper tools and equipment you are sacrificing the 
man, and I appeal to you city officials present in the replacement 
of any article that is necessary in your fire department that they 
buy quality from long-experienced manufacturers who have made 
a study of the needs of our departments. We have gone through 
a depression and have been complaining about industries closing 
doors, and we ourselves have been responsible for a lot of it be- 
cause we have been looking for cheap articles. I am going to give 
you an illustration., You have heard a lot about rayon and other 
substitutes for fiber in making garments, but in the tests in 
washing machines old King Cotton stood up four times as long 
as any substitute fiber made today. I say this to people in the 
South where cotton is grown, when you want a cotton shirt or 
under-shirt don’t buy anything else but cotton and you will help 
support your own home. You are helping meet the emergency 
that is coming on by buying products made in your own com- 
munity. 

I hope that I have not taken too much time, but I came here 
because I promised your Chief if God spared my life and I was 
able I would be here. I thank you for the privilege of appearing 
before you and I want you to know that I have always been proud 
to be one among you when you honored me with the position of 
honorary member of your association years ago. I thank you. 


(Applause). 
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PRESIDENT HILDEBRAND: 


At this time I want to use this beautiful gavel. We have with 
us on the platform a man that I think a lot of the firemen in 
North Carolina will be glad to hear from, a man whom I hold 
in the highest esteem, and I believe you all feel the same way. 
At this time I want a few words from our past president, Chief 
Jerome Flora, of Elizabeth City. 


CHIEF FLORA: 


Mr. President and Fellow Firemen: It is needless for me to 
say that I am glad to be here with you today. As I look out over 
the audience I glance through the windows and see the sun shining 
between the blue sky and clouds it reminds me of the song which 
was dedicated to this assembly, and it goes something like this: 


“It’s always fair weather when good fellows get together.” 


It is indeed a happy time to attend a convention, especially 
the Firemen’s Convention. As you all know, the institution of 
conventions started in the United States and as a result of a free 
country, a country which our forefathers wrote in modest lan- 
guage that we be self-confident, that all people are created equal 
and endowed with this right, liberty and pursuit of happiness, and 
it devolves upon you in these obstreperous times that perhaps 
upon your organization there will fall at home duty of the first 
line of defense. 


Again I want to tell you how happy I am to be at this con- 
vention in Salisbury. We always have a good time at conventions 
but perhaps to me each convention that I attend of the Firemen’s 
Association leaves an added touch of gold for there we rub elbows 
with the fellow that has a twinkle in his eye and bespeaks of fire 
fighters. 


I am glad to be here, I hope you every joy, and most con- 
structive - - I’m hung up and I can’t think of the word, but 
I’m d--- glad to be here anyway. 


PRESIDENT HILDEBRAND: 


In sympathy with Sherwood Brockwell over the illness of his 
daughter, and seeing his emotion upon receiving the plaque— 
these fellows will get up and get sentimental, and if I could ‘bust’ 
I would be all right, but you get to the point where you can’t 
Say much, but yesterday at the Fire Chief’s convention they 
adopted as the song of that organization “GOD BLESS 
AMERICA”, and at this time I will ask our good friend and choir 
leader, Chief Bennett, of Durham, to lead that song. 
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CHIEF BENNETT: 


The Fire Chiefs adopted it as our song for the opening of our 
convention and before we sing it I would like to ask this group 
what would be their opinion of adopting it for our North Carolina 
Firemen’s Convention when we meet at any official meeting that 
“GOD BLESS AMERICA” be adopted as our opening song. I 
make that motion. 


MOTION SECONDED by several and unanimously adopted. 
SONG: GOD BLESS AMERICA. 


PRESIDENT HILDEBRAND: At this time I wish to present to 
you one who is known by us all and held in the highest esteem 
by the firemen of North Carolina, Uncle Press Harper. 


MR. PRESS HARPER: 


Mr. President, Fellow Firemen: This is a snappy town and I 
found it out Sunday evening and yesterday, and any man who 
has got brains enough to fill a humming bird’s skull would have 
found it out, too, in that Chiefs’ Convention. When I heard a 
snappy speech by the Mayor of Salisbury and a representative 
of the Chamber of Commerce, and that worthy chief of the fire 
department of Salisbury I decided this was bound to be a snappy 
town because they were the snappiest speeches I ever hard, and 
if it was in my power I would make a snappy speech myself, but 


age prevents that and I will have to say, “Thank you.” 


CHIEF HILDEBRAND: 
Thank you, Uncle Press. 


The next on the program is Chief R. K. Hall of Edenton. 
(Applause). We are glad to have the Chief with us, and accord- 
ing to Sherwood Brockwell, whose word I would accept as being 


official, I will ask him to introduce Chief Hall. 


MR. SHERWOOD BROCKWELL: 


We have been hiding a lot of our light under a bushel. It is 
significant that the Lord blessed a lot of our men, including the 
oldest active fireman, and I mean active in the State of North 
Carolina, Press Harper. Sitting beside him will be the Chief of 
Edenton, and most anything connected with Edenton is historical, 
but this gentleman has been active chief, service uninterrupted, 
for fifty-nine years. I present R. K. Hall, chief of the birthplace 
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of my mother, Edenton, North Carolina. 


CHIEF HALL: 


Brother Firemen, and Ladies: I can say that I have served 
fifty-nine years—will be sixty next January—and I have been 
active all the time. I can’t make a speech but all I can tell you 
is that Iam glad to be with you all, glad to be in Salisbury and 
like all I see, and if there is anything I dislike it is because I 
can’t see two at the time. 


PRESIDENT HILDEBRAND: 


At this time we have a man with us who has been an active 
member of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association for 
many years, but at the present time business conditions and other 
things have prevented him taking such an active part, but we are 
in his city today and I think it is but fitting at this time to call 
on my mutual friend, J. C. Kesler, at one time secretary for a 
number of years. 


MR. KESLER: 


Mr. Chairman, fellow friends and delegates: I know of noth- 
ing, greater that can come into the life of any man than to have 
a home-coming. We are glad indeed to have all you boys home 
again and hope when you get back you will plan many home- 
comings in your own communities where all people can come in 
and hear some of the things you have had to say since you have 
been a member of the North Carolina Firemen’s Association. 


Back in 1909 in Asheville Chief Brown asked me if I would 
go to the convention hall that night. We were attending the North 
Carolina and South Carolina Hardware Retail Association. I went 
to the convention that night. I saw the greatest living sight I 
have ever seen. I saw men that I never knew before. I saw men 
illumined with a vision of today at that time. I saw Baldy Boyden 
in his prime, and I shall never forget Chief Clark of Southern 
Pines and the other fine fellows that came up. I know of no finer 
fellowship in North Carolina, and I belong to many, that outstrip 
the North Carolina Firemen’s Association. 


PRESIDENT HILDEBRAND: 
Thank you, Mr. Kesler; and we are glad to have you with us. 


We have a visiting fire chief who has gone to a great dis- 
advantage to attend our meeting because of the love that he has 
for the Salisbury Fire Chief, and I think the love for Charlie 
Burkett rings in the heart of every fireman. Charlie has put on 
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so far a fine entertainment, and, as he and all his associates say, 
we have just started. 


At this time I want to recognize Dr. Leng and ask him to 
say a word or two. : 


DR. LONG: 


Brother Firemen: You know, I think I have a right to ex- 
press my happiness in being here in Salisbury, because I followed 
James McNeill and that soft-voiced Archibald Henderson Boyden 
and aspired some day to fill their shoes but I doubted I would 
ever be there, but back years ago we came to this place and 
Salisbury is the city where I was nominated vice-president of 
this association, for which I have always been happy and proud 
because I think that was one of the greatest compliments ever 
bestowed upon me, and I appreciate that and am happier to be 
here than I can tell you. 


A lot of you are young men and I want to say to you that 
when you take your place to offer your life and strength for the 
safety of others that they might live and not have their home and 
property destroyed, you have volunteered to be some of the great- 
est heroes of this country. You didn’t go into it for frolic and 
fun. Our citizens don’t look upon us as they should but after it is 
all over they come and thank you for the aid you rendered, but 
never say much about it. I want you young firemen to know that 
you and your services are appreciated and I am going to live the 
rest of my life in trying to urge all our city organizations to give 
the volunteer firemen and others the proper recognition as guar- 
dians of health, strength and home. You belong to an army not 
to destroy but to save; that is what you are for, to save and make 
America a better place in which to live. You are soldiers already 
organized; you are already in the army. Keep up your good work 
and forever be a man. Whatever comes, whatever befalls, let them 
know that you are a volunteer who joined this great force of fire 
prevention, health, strength and home of the people that you rep- 
resent and I believe the people will recognize you because every 
year you are called on to do things more dangerous. But, as long 
as you do those things may God bless you. 


I have been with the department forty years and have never 
had a bad cold in my life and have been out in all kinds of weather. 


Nobody can appreciate being here more than I, because my 
first step with the firemen was right here in Salisbury. 


MR. BROCKWELL: 
We have with us an Ex-fire Chief of a small eastern North 
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Carolina town who has taken an active part in all matters in 
eastern North Carolina, and in recent years he has been more or 
less recognized by the State Administration as a leading citizen 
of eastern North Carolina. At this time it is my privilege to call 
on none other than Mark Lassiter, Chief of the Snow Hill Fire 
Department. 


MR. MARK LASSITER: 


Mr. President, invited Guests, and Fellow Firemen: It is 
quite a pleasure to have the honor to be introduced by a man of 
Brockwell’s type. 


It is a pleasure to be here and to represent one of the small 
fire departments of eastern North Carolina. I never get any big- 
ger kick in going to any convention than I do in going to the 
North Carolina Firemen’s Convention. When I get with you fel- 
lows I feel like I’m at home—you are just folks. I don’t feel at 
home with these fellows that are a little out of my class—I feel 
better in the audience and feel more at home because I know 
how to cuss and discuss and take it on the chin and give it back 
to you. 


It is quite a pleasure to come to Salisbury. It is my second 
trip here and I always had delightful times in coming to this 
town. I’m sorry I could not be at the meeting and dance last night. 


I would like to make this suggestion to the Executive Com- 
mittee of the organization. I have this thought and possibly it 
has been done, but I would like to see this organization go on 
record as getting some message to our National Government to 
the effect that we are in sympathy with their actions, the majority 
of them, in regard to our preparedness, in regard to conscription, 
and in regard to offering our service to the National Government 
at any and all times. 


PRESIDENT HILDEBRAND: 


We have had a lot of wonderful talks and no doubt could 
continue and take up the morning session, but looking at you 


fellows I can see that you are getting hot, and we want to get 
down to business. 


Mr. Miller, our secretary, has a word he wants to say to you.

The meeting will now come to order.

PRESIDENT HILDEBRAND: 


There is an announcement that I wish to make and want each 
and every one of you to listen to, because it is very important. 
We will have the roll call and be sure and listen and answer, be- 
cause that is the way you are listed here, your departments and 


delegates. 
Secretary Miller called the roll. 
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Motion that the roll call as submitted by the committee be 
adopted as read is seconded and unanimously carried. 


PRESIDENT HILDEBRAND: At this time I will ask Sher- 


wood Brockwell to introduce to you the best friend the North 
Carolina firemen has. 


Introduction by Mr. Brockwell of Dan C. Boney, Insurance 
Commissioner of North Carolina. 


MR. BONEY: I know that this is a busy session this after- 
noon and I am just going to say that I am mighty glad to be 
here, and I know that we are all going to enjoy the convention. 


PRESIDENT HILDEBRAND: 
It is a pleasure to have Commissioner Boney with us. 


We spoke of this gavel this morning and I want to take this 
occasion to thank the East Spencer firemen for it. Another point 
was brought out about the gavel that I didn’t think of this morn- 
ing as to the way it was made, the number of pieces, each one fit- 
ting perfectly in its own place and filling its own place, which 


any one knows means unity. I thank you on behalf of the asso- 
ciation for the gavel. 


It has become necessary at this time for the president to 
make his report of the past year. I haven’t got a written report 
to read to you boys today because I had nothing to write about. 
I only have a few things to say and that is.I am very, very sorry 
that I could not accept and fulfill the invitations I had to the 
eastern part of the State. As you fellows know, I am twenty miles 
the other side of Asheville and when we come down this far to 
really hold an association meeting it costs money. I appreciate 
the invitations of the different chiefs to attend the meetings, but 
on the other hand I didn’t think my presence would add enough 
to your meetings to justify spending your money to come. 


I have had a good year as far as the past year is concerned. 
Two thirds of the work of the organization is done by two of our 
old and honored members, and that is Secretary Miller and Mr. 
Horney, because without these two in the organzation I don’t 
know what we would do. Any information that a president wants 
he can get it by calling Mr. Miller. I have had full cooperation 
and appreciate it from the bottom of my heart. The fellows that 
I have visited in the western part have shown interest, and I have 
a few figures that I want to give you for this year’s report. 


As Mr. Miller told you, we had four new departments that 
came into the association this year. The financial report will be 
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given to you according to the auditor’s work. 


Total assets of the association in excess of $114,000.00. So 
instead of going back we are going forward. 


Aggregate amount of surplus this year in excess of $8,500.00. 
So we are doing pretty well this year in fire departments. — 


(Reads report.) 


The largest majority of the members are young men. I do 
not know how many belong to the Insurance Fund. Mr. Miller 
will tell us about that. That is one of the finest things in insur- 
ance that a man can carry, and it does your soul good. In one 
sense of the word it grieves you when you have to send a check 
to some one for that special purpose, but it gives you a feeling 
of gratitude and pleasure to be able after that fireman is gone 
to sign that check for a thousand dollars and send back to some 
loved one. Figure any line of insurance in the world and you 
will not find where you can get a thousand dollars as cheap as 
that. If you do not belong to it get blanks from your Chief and 
get into that insurance game, because this life is uncertain and 
we know death is sure. 


The collection of annual dues for the association this year 
was $2,552.00 against last year, which was the largest up to that 
time, of $2,387.75. 


So, I think I had a very helpful year in running the organ- 
ization and in the financial statement of this year. 


MOTION by Chief Bennett that the report be accepted, sec- 
onded and unanimously carried.

I am glad to make this report. Some of the firemen seem to 
be a little skeptical. It costs $12.36 a year. At the beginning we 
took all firemen irrespective of age—as you know we took some 
old men. Twenty years has passed since we began this and a 
great many of the older comrades have passed on and their loved 
ones have received a thousand dollars. It has been paid promptly 
with the exception of one. A young man died and under the by- 
laws we could only pay dollar-to-dollar per member at that time. 
That is the only one that did not receive a thousand dollars with 
this exception. We had to contest three of the death claims. We 
did that in good faith as a right, we thought, to protect the fire- 
men. In one, after the attorneys had been employed the first case 
was settled by compromise for four hundred dollars; the next case 
was settled for seven hundred and fifty dollars, and one case was 
settled for hour hundred and seventy-five dollars. If you will add 


those items you will see that we have saved around sixteen hun- 


dred dollars. 
We work no har 
anything like what he has receive 


dship on any one, and no one has put in 
d up to this time. If you will 
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multiply or divide the total disbursements plus the surplus you 
will find that we had at all times around sixteen or seventeen 
hundred members. We should have two thousand members. We 
have reduced the age limit from any age down to fifty-five, and 
later down to fifty. I want to say that last year we took in a 
lot of young men and if we can continue to do that we are going 
to grow. I have said to you before that this is as good assessment 
plan as you can get anywhere. I know of nothing better that you 
can get over a period of eighteen years that costs you $12.36. 


We have a great many departments that are one hundred 
per cent. We have one department you cannot join unless you 
take out this insurance—that is one of the requirements. We don’t 
want to burden or push you, haven’t gone out and tried to sell or 
send high-powered salesmen. We want you to take it of your own 
free will and accord, and keep it. About seventeen or eighteen 
hundred members have taken it and dropped it. Let’s don’t do that. 
If you want the insurance take it. In twenty years there is no 
reason why you shouldn’t have more additional, but if we stop 
growing, then it will be a different proposition of course. We have 
had sixteen men to get tired of living that had the policies and 
put a ball either through their head or heart and did not survive. 
That is sixteen members that had no business costing us sixteen 
thousand dollars, as they did, but we can’t help it. On the other 
hand we had twenty-six men killed in service, young men out 
fighting fires. You know Chief Nissen was killed. We know of 
boys going into buildings and couldn’t get out, couldn’t take the 
smoke, and in eighteen years we lost only twenty-six men from 
service and sixteen by death at their own hands. I think it is a 
good record and I would be delighted to take in two hundred more 
this next year. Some will say the deaths are at two periods in 
the year—at the change of the season and in the fall. 


Jim Wood, of Asheville, had policy number one. He was 
greatly interested and wanted to interest everybody. I remember 
him saying he would be glad to stick his hand in his pocket and 
pay $1.10 at any fireman’s death; not that he wanted one to die 
but would like to help the wife, mother or father. Other records 
will bear out the statement and I have prepared a number of 
these statements if you want them. I would like you to take 
them back to the Chiefs that have the insurance and read it to 
them, and you boys that haven’t got it, if you would like to take 
it back and let your men read it they will see that you have 
brought something back with you from this convention. 


PRESIDENT HILDEBRAND: I am heartily in favor of 
it one hundred per cent.

SECRETARY MILLER: 


The firemen may not know just how we are handling the 
$114,000.00. This report as compiled by C. L. Smith & Company, 
Certified Public Accountants—I do not want to go into detail 
about this but it is very plain to me. 
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The State Association Fund, what we paid out during the 
year, winds up with the final assets of the Association as read 
by the treasurer. 


Mr. Horney does not have our investments, they are placed 
with the custodian, which happens to be the Wachovia Trust Com- 
pany, in their trust department. We pay them one-tenth of one 
per cent. on our total investment. The record showed last year 
we had invested ninety-two thousand dollars. That is in the vault 
of the Trust Company in High Point. They collect the interest 
and refund to our treasurer twice a year. That would not. near 
pay for the premium. The Executive Committee found that we 
should constitute or employ a custodian, which was done much 
cheaper than we could pay a bond premium on a fund of that size. 


The Trust Company is authorized to do business by the 
Federal Government. The Federal Government supervises these 
trust funds throughout North Carolina and other states. I think 
it is the safest way large individual estates are handled, and I 
think we hit a happy medium when we decided to do that and did 


do it. 


Your treasurer and your secretary keep identical books on 
these funds. The treasurer checks to see that he gets his earning 
and so does the secretary check every six months. 


During the time we invested money we lost $383.00. That 
was in a realty company in a section of the State that was in 
arrears and had to liquidate, or failed, and we had to take a loss 


of $383.00. 

e mostly in North Carolina Bonds and 
some of the leading businesses in North 
Carolina. Our money is all invested in North Carolina. We have 
invested ten thousand dollars recently in the Piedmont Federal 
Savings and Loan Association of Winston-Salem. That is guaran- 
teed by the Federal Government and pays four per cent and is 
safe. It might seem to you that you could go out and invest this 
money readily, but you can’t do it. You have got to have a good 
investment and something that will pay you. That is what your 
Executive Committee is up against today. We have some funds to 
retire the first of the year and we are watching the market to find 
something to put the money in, and if we can keep it invested 
we will not only show you an increase in the fund sa year, but 
a greater increase. This is a trust fund; ane can't throw your 
money out to the wind. We used to buy building and loan in the 
past in North Carolina. Today they will laugh at you if you ask 
to lend them money at three per cent. Money 1s cheap today, and

some preferred stock in 
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I am sorry we are in the shape we are as to knowing how to 
invest your funds. I can invest my funds and go to sleep, but 
lose more sleep in trying to invest yours. 


I wanted to tell you where your funds were, how they were 
handled and all about it, and any of you who have any questions 
to ask Mr. Horney or myself, or any of the committee, we will 
be glad to tell you anything about it. 


The insurance feature we were talking about is supervised 
by the Insurance Commissioner at Raleigh. We have got to comply 
with the insurance laws of the State of North Carolina, and to 
show you how we have to do that, Mr. Boney sends one of his 
auditors around about every two years or knows what we are 
doing. We don’t set up something and do just as we want to do. 
Our hands are bound. We have got to follow the law. He bi- 
ennially sends his auditor and audits this insurance. After that 
is done and after our report to him he puts it in the newspaper 
and publishes it to the world.

REPORT OF STATISTICIAN 


Mr. President, Fellow Firemen, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
TIME MARCHES ON: 


Another year has made its history and we are here assem- 
bled in this fair City of Salisbury (the perfect host) to renew our 
acquaintances, enjoy one another’s fellowship and to take an in- 
ventory of our activities for the past year. We rejoice in our 
accomplishments, may we profit by our mistakes and renew our 
endeavors to better qualify ourselves for that noble task of pro- 


tecting the lives and property of our fellow man in this Grand 
Old State of North Carolina. 


A While we are enjoying the fellowship of old friends, and par- 
ticipating in the hospitality so graciously offered by our host, 
there is a degree of sadness mingled in our hearts in the missing 
of some of those familiar faces that were with us a year ago and 
have gone to their Heavenly reward. May we bow in humble 
submission to Him who doeth all things well. 
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During the year 1939-40 we have had six (6) new members 
to join in this great organization of Fire Fighters, namely: Apex, 
Pembroke, Swannanoa, Whitakers, Wilksboro and Windsor. We 
extend to them a most hearty welcome and congratulate them 
upon their new endeavor and wish for them the greatest success 
possible. Please feel free to call on any officer or member of the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association for advice or assist- 
ance at any time and rest assured that it will be freely given. 


Due to the lack of available information and with the sincere 
regrets of your statistician we are unable to include in this re- 
port the statistics of your individual city or town or to give any 
comparison between the various cities and towns as to ratio or 
per capita loss. This has been necessarily eliminated for reasons 
that the information was not available. In view of this fact your 
statistics will be divided into five summaries; namely: Equipment, 
national fire loss, state fire loss, school fires, and finally the loss 
of lives by this great destructive demon. 


In my 1939 report you were furnished with a detail of all 
the fire fighting equipment in each city and town of our State. 
This year I shall not dwell on this subject, but in passing wish 
to call to your attention only the general situation that now 
faces our State and Nation. Prior to thirty (30) years ago, the 
equipment of our State and Nation consisted of horse-drawn hose 
wagons, hand reels and bucket brigades. As Time marched on, 
the modern motor-driven pumps were introduced into the fire fight- 
ing game. This equipment was then the latest word. Many of our 
municipalities equipped their fire departments with this modern 
machinery, which is still in service in our country. Engineering 
and science have advanced so in this type of equipment that the 
pumpers of old times compare favorably with the old model “T” 
Ford and the Ford of today. Please do not consider me an alarm- 
ist when I say that if an order was placed today for all fire fight- 
ing equipment needed in the United States to place our companies 
on a safe basis, it would likely take the manufacturers ten years 


to make complete delivery. 


With the serious situation facing our Nation today and upon 
the efforts of our Federal Government in preparing our Country 
to protect us from invasion by possible enemies or from the op- 
erations of any Fifth Column, it behooves us to do our part in 
taking an inventory of our individual equipment at home and look- ) 
ing to the future, make such plan sas we find necessary to put 
our house in order. No catastrophe ever reaches our community, 
State or Nation that the fire department is not called ph for 
emergency service. Should an invasion occur or the Fifth Column 
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become active, their first weapon would be that of incendiary fires. 
Then would be the test of the fire fighting equipment of our Nation. 
May it never be said that the “Old North State” was not ready, 
should this calamity reach this great Nation of ours—“The Land 
of the Free and the Home of the Brave.” 


NATIONAL FIRE LOSS: The preliminary estimate of the 
fire loss of the United States for the year 1939 was that amazing 
sum of $317,539,640.00, which shows an increase over that of 1938 
of approximately five (5) per cent. 


STATE FIRE LOSS: The known reported loss caused by 
fires in this Grand Old State of ours in 1939 was $3,552,847.00, 
which is an increase of approximately eight (8) per cent. over the 
year 1938. Remembr that in quoting these figures, they are only 
the known fire losses. In my opinion, as a fair estimate this would 
represent only 60% of the actual total loss. From this we would 
find the actual fire loss for the State of North Carolina to be the 
amount of $5,931,985.00. This small increase in our State and 
National loss should not be alarming or discouraging in view of 
the tremendous stride made in the growth of our State and Nation 
during the past years. While it is impossible for a fireman to be 
satisfied while there is property being destroyed or lives being lost 
by fire, I feel that we have accomplished much and that all of 
you are to be congratulated upon your efforts and your accom- 
plishments that speak for themselves. 


SCHOOLS: By further research we find that in 1939 and up 
to August 1, 1940, the known reported fires causing destruction to 
our school buildings, mostly public schools, amounts to the total 
sum of $567,044.00. The ratio of known reported school fires is 
by far greater than that of other property in general. Therefore, 
this figure can be fairly estimated as representing 80% of the 
actual fire damage being done to our school property. This places 
the total amount of loss to school buildings for nineteen (19) 
months at $708,555.00. It is fair to assume that the average yearly 
loss in school property is $447,504.00; a figure, in my opinion, far 
out of proportion to the loss of other property under like condi- 
tions. While this represents both protected and unprotected prop- 
erty in so far as the actual fire department service of the protected 
cities and towns are concerned, it is worthy of note that several 
of the larger school fires occurred in protected cities and towns 
and that the fire departments of the protected cities and towns 
were called to practically all of these fires. 


This special property loss in my opinion is worthy of further 
consideration, due to all such losses being a direct liability not 
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only to the community in which the fire occurs, but to the citizen- 
ship of the entire State. May we well remember that although 
practically all of this kind of risk is insured, it is never sufficient 
to replace said structure without causing additional burden upon 
the tax payers. Too often does it happen that in the loss of a 
school building our children are handicapped in the progress of 
their work for lack of adequate facilities. It is estimated that 
unless something is done to curtail the loss of school property 
‘the insurance rates on this specific kind of risk will be greatly 
increased. 

This is a loss that is worthy of the consideration of each 
and every fireman of this State, and through individual efforts 
alone can this type of loss be remedied. May I suggest that on 
your return to your respective communities, that you make an im- 
mediate investigation of the fire hazards surrounding your rural 
schools as well as that of your city. In your opinion, where haz- 
ards are found, use your knowledge, influence, and if necessary, 
your authority, to have same removed. It is worthy of note that 
in this tremendous loss of our school buildings by fire, that there 
was not a single life lost. We can attribute this to our State regu- 
lations requiring fire drills, and the activities of our fire chiefs 
in seeing that these fire drills are properly conducted. May we 
continue this successful effort on our part in further protecting 
the lives of our children in our public buildings; for while the 
buildings can be replaced, the loss of one life is forever a black- 
ened vacant spot in our community and in our lives. 


THE LOSS OF LIFE: During the year 1939, sixty-nine 
(69) lives were snuffed out in burning buildings—sixty-nine vacant 
spots were recorded in our State, caused by that great Demon, 
Fire, (THE RED DEVIL). In addition to loss of life in burning 
buildings, there were one hundred and seventy-one (171) lives lost 
from various causes; such as, playing with matches, around out- 
door fires, careless handling of oils or other inflammable fuels, 
scalding and many others, most of which could have been prevent- 
ed through proper educational methods. This makes a total of 
two hundred and forty (240) lives lost from fire, exclusive of fatal 
burnings in connection with automobiles, trucks and tank cars on 
the streets and highways. May I emphasize the fact that this 
does not include the loss of life in tank car accidents as this is 
included under auto fatalities. While it appears that the loss of 
those 171 lives that occurred outside of buildings would not affect 
our fire department activities, I feel that there is no agency so 
able to conduct an educational campaign In presenting to the 
minds of the public the various hazards that cause the unneces- 
sary loss of life. If by our collected efforts we can spare the life 
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of only one of our loved ones, then we have not worked in vain. 
A great possibility is open. May we do the job as a real Fireman 
and Patriotic Citizen. 


This report which other than refers to school fires, is con- 
fined to the fire loss in the year 1939. It does not include the 
deaths occurring in the holocaust still fresh in our minds—the 
apartment house fire in Charlotte in March, 1940. I believe we 
should give this fire some consideration, as from reports and news- 
paper accounts, it occurred along with similar fires in other parts 
of the country. It shows that such death-dealing catastrophes can 
and do occur in cities where the fire department is equipped with 
the most modern equipment. One point I think clearly brought 
out in this fire is that however careful one occupant can be, the 
lives of all are subject to the carelessness of one occupant or 
servant. This fire has brought about new efforts of fire preven- 
tion, inspections and enforcements of the exit laws of our State 
by many North Carolina cities and towns, notably among them 
being Gastonia and Salisbury. With today’s trend in the efforts 
of slum clearance and the construction of apartment houses, it 
behooves all of us to use our efforts, influence and authority to 
see that these apartments are constructed as near fire-resisting 
as possible, with special emphasis placed on the necessary exits 
and fire escapes. 


Much has been accomplished in the past year in the training 
of our firemen in the most modern methods of fire fighting and 
fire prevention through the various Fire Colleges and Drill Schools 
being conducted in the various parts of our Country. It is esti- 
mated that 70,000 firemen have had training along these lines 
during 1939 alone. North Carolina State Firemen’s Association 
through the able leadership of one of the outstanding firemen of 
our Country, Sherwood Brockwell, established and placed in effi- 
cient operation a Fire College and Drill School which was ex- 
panded in 1939 to include a_ post-graduate course for truck 
operators. I feel that this additional course will be of much value 
in the efficient operation and care of our equipment. Following 
our lead, twenty-six (26) States during this year had schools for 
the training of their firemen, and many others had group training 


periods until this service has been made available to most of our 
entire Nation. 


Now in conclusion, may we give credit where credit is due— 
and that will be to every Fire Department in our State. We sym- 
pathize with those who have had undue misfortune to come their 
way. May we profit by their experience and carefully consider 
the thoughts that I have feebly attempted to present. We must 
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continue to improve in our efforts and ability to cope with those 
problems that so unexpectantly arise in our midst, thereby ren- 
dering to our community and State that most efficient, unselfish, 
patriotic and voluntary service that is the heart’s desire of every 
fireman of this Association. Then, and then only, can we be 
satisfied with this—our chosen profession.

SHERWOOD BROCKWELL: 


Please bear with me. I appear on this program again at the 
risk of boring you slightly, because it would be unfair not to 
mention two things which have occurred in this hall today. I may 
say three things. There is one part of Mr. Joyner’s report which 
I think has contributed more, in view of the conditions we are 
today facing, than has come before this convention in years. You 
heard his report and you heard what Mr. Foster has said in re- 
gard to the fire departments in time of war. We must get these 
points before our city and town councils before it is too late. 

This morning you heard the representative of the Salisbury 


Junior Chamber of Commerce state that the “JC’s” were this 
year inaugurating a Fire Prevention Month’s activity throughout 
the United States. This fits in with the National Fire Protection 
Association’s program and the Junior Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States had a representative at the last annual meet- 


ing in Atlantic Gity, ON? Ja. where this plan was given major 


consideration. 


Above all, you heard some reference made to the fire which 
occurred in Charlotte in March of this year. This was mentioned 
in the statistician’s report to you. Here are some of the side- 
lights of that fire which I think every fireman in North Carolina 
ing it, be in position to give the proper 


should know and, knowl ve" 
advice to the people of your own city or town. It is information 


: ; Re .. 
of “vital’’. importance, because it pertains to, “vital” statistics 


which may include their names. 
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Let’s see what happened there — Charlotte in March, 1940. 
Here is Charlotte with the largest fire department personnel of 
any city in the two Carolinas; as much modern fire apparatus as 
any city its size in the United States; a modern waterworks sys- 
tem, and last, but not least, more modern fire alarm boxes per 
capita than any city in the United States with like population. 
Yet in spite of that, here is a fire in an ordinary apartment house 
in which NINE persons paid the supreme penalty. What is the 
answer? Had not two or more fires of the same fatal conse- 
quences happened in other cities of like size and larger, with 
renowned fire departments responding, we could say that the 
Charlotte firemen were not properly trained. Let’s leave the apart- 
ment house for a moment. Within the past eighteen months it has 
been my privilege, my duty, or you may call it my “hard luck”, 
to have stood within the remaining walls of two burned hospitals, 
each with a toll of four lives, eight in all, both in North Carolina 
and both with hospital staffs of national reputation and both in 
which the “NURSES’”—and they, from the very same kind of de- 
votion to duty under critical circumstances, are closely akin to 
the FIREMAN—did all that was humanly possible, but there was 
still that appalling loss of life. An indictment against the fire- 
men of Charlotte would be a blanket. indictment against all the 
other fire departments and many of the nurses of this country, 
especially those fine women in both these North Carolina cities. 
Incompetence of the FIREMEN and the NURSES is NOT the 
answer. THAT ELEMENT OF TIME you have heard so much 
about in your Fire Colleges and Drill Schools IS the answer. It 
takes time for the person awaking at night and facing the hor- 
rible fact that the home is on fire to send in an alarm even over 
the finest telephone system or fire alarm system; it takes time for 
the fire department to answer this alarm, either telephone, tele- 
graph or verbal; it takes time for every fire department to mobilize 
after receiving the alarm and responding to the scene of the fire; 
it takes time after arriving there to unship the necessary ladder 
and proceed to the building on fire; it takes time to raise the 
ladder and for a fireman to ascend to where he can be in position 
to render aid to a person caught in such a burning structure. 


If we will review the case history of all fires in dwellings, 
hospitals and apartment houses in which there has been loss of 
life, we will learn to the amazement of many that within the time 
necessary for the foregoing, though every part is done in record 
time, every person in such a burning building will have reached 
the ground in safety, jumped to injury or death, or remained in 
the building to suffer the most horrible death known. In other 
words, in such fires, there is from one-half to one and one-half 
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minutes, death dealing as they are, which no fire department on 
earth can alone control. That much time it is HUMANLY IM- 
POSSIBLE for a fire department to account for. 


THAT IS A RESPONSIBILITY WHICH ONLY THE IN- 
TELLIGENT PEOPLE LIVING IN THESE HOUSES CAN 
ASSUME. 


You heard that part of Mr. Joyner’s report which told you 
of the enormity of the fire loss in school buildings. 


You already know that the fire departments in North Caro- 
lina inaugurated the practice of extending Fire Prevention Week 
to the outside of their own limits. 


With the war conditions as they have been explained by Mr. 
Foster, with the facts as presented to you by Mr. Joyner in his 
report and with the Junior Chamber of Commerce taking its place 
in the “eternal fight against fire’, you can use FIRE PREVEN- 
TION WEEK in North Carolina with greater effect than ever 
before. FACTS BEFORE US DEMAND all we can give. 


I believe the fire departments in North Carolina this year 
are going to do more for the Fire Prevention Week than ever 
before, and I will get to as many fire departments in North Caro- 
lina as possible during Fire Prevention Week; that is, upon your 
invitation. Whether you get me or any other man, let’s do some- 
thing about this condition and get ourselves started this October 
to beat the rest of the world.

lotte be adopted but special recognition of his report in to-to. 
Any man as outstanding as he is in a national way I think we 
Should certainly take cognizance of his ability as an outstanding 
man of North Carolina who is so recognized throughout the United 
States. I would like to make mention that special recognition be 
taken of that report. 

MOTION seconded and carried. 


CHIEF FOSTER, of the Norfolk Navy Yard: 


I want to bring out some points on the report of the statis- 
tician of your department. 


I do not know whether you gentlemen realize it or not but 
delay alone is more responsible for loss of life than the actual 
time which is shown in Sherwood Brockwell’s demonstration of 
the time involved in responding to fire alarms. I have had a lot 
of experience in investigating, because during the same month he 
referred to we had two fires. Fortunately there was not loss of 
life because it occurred at a time when nobody was asleep but 


they were involved in fire that was due to delayed alarm and the 
fires were allowed to spread. 


There is a cure for such things. There should be a law or 
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city ordinance passed requiring in any apartment house or hotel 
that houses a certain number of people that a static alarm sys- 
tem be installed, so that regardless of whether a person can turn 
in the alarm the static alarm would go off. 


We talk a lot and go home and sit down on what we talk 
about. I think what we should do in this great time of emergency 
is to wake up a little energy and get some ordinances enacted. 
I do not criticise any fire department for the loss of life. I do not 
criticise a fire department at all. Forty-two years of experience 
and investigation have proved to me that if there is any loss of 
life it is the negligence of the City Fathers in getting proper 
equipment for the fire department to function under. There isn’t 
a human being in my hearing that can’t appreciate what I have 
to say; the struggle he has to get equipment in the department 
to even meet the ordinary requirements. There isn’t a city that is 
so amply equipped that can say they are perfect, due to the 
sleepy condition of the mind of man in time of peace. This fire 
which hit Charlotte was no fault of Chief Palmer—it was the 
building superintendent in allowing it to be built and not seeing 
that exits were constructed. We with trained minds should do 
everything we possibly can do to have regulations complied with 
so that we can protect people while they are sleeping in the build- 
ings by having alarms that might apply in that building. These 
alarms have been invented and are on the market but none of us 
have ever stressed the need of installation in buildings where 


people sleep. 


I say to you that you should appreciate the remarks of Sher- 
wood Brockwell. Sherwood and I differ sometimes in opinions, 
but it is different views that sometimes bring out a solution to 
our problems. I hope when you Chiefs leave here—if you have 
the title of Chief the responsibility rests upon your shoulders to 
be big and strong enough to bring home the bacon to your su- 
periors. If you haven’t got that ability and strength in your mind 
to do that I say you are not man enough for the job. I don’t think 
any real chief would take offense to that remark of mine. 


PRESIDENT: The Minutes have been distributed and at 
this time I would like to hear a motion made and seconded accept- 


ing the minutes of the last session. 


MOTION SECONDED that the Minutes of the last meeting 
be accepted as correct, and unanimously carried. 


MR. BROCKWELL: | 
Our meeting has been presided over by our president, who is 
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a thirty-third degree Mason. Several years ago the National Fire- 
men’s Association met and their ceremonies were conducted in the 
magnificent Masonic Shrine at Alexandria, Virginia, and out there 
in the audience sat Dr. Long. I called Dr. Long to the platform, 
he was duly recognized and he made the best talk I believe he 
ever made to any set of firemen. The next day they had the pa- 
rade and when the Graham Fire Department went by, Dr. Long 
in all his glory was goose-stepping right along, and closing up the 
parade, a good life-long friend and member of the Graham Fire 
Department, he came along in a slow shuffle just opposite Dr. 
Long, yelling, “‘Hi’, boys.” 


That member has been sitting on the front seat taking in 
everything that has been said “Dr. Long” co-friend and buddy 
of Will Nix of the Graham Fire Department.

MEMORIAL ADDRESS 
By: The Rev. Edward B. Guerry, Rector of St. Luke’s Episcopal 
Church. 


“Is not this the blood of the men that went in jeopardy of 
their lives?” 


These words are taken from II Samuel 23:17. This sentence 
fell from the lips of David, the great warrior and king of Israel, 
and reveals the reverence which he had for men who had risked 
their lives. 


You will remember that in this passage we are told that 
David was in the cave of Adullam, one of his strongholds and 
hiding places in the hills of Palestine. He had taken refuge here 
when Saul sought to slay him. On this occasion he was there to 
keep from falling into the hands of the Philistines, who had oc- 
cupied Bethlehem. This was the village near Jerusalem where 
David had lived as a shepherd caring for his father’s sheep. Now 
there was by the gate of the town of Bethlehem a well, the water 
of which was pure and refreshing. Often had David quenched his 


thirst at this place. 


One day while David was at Adullam, shut off from his home 
and exposed to the arduous hardships of a soldier campaigning 
in the hills of Palestine, he expressed a wish of his heart. “Oh,” 
he said, “that one would give me drink of the water of the well 


of Bethlehem, which is by the. gate!” 


The story goes on to tell us that three of his mighty men of 
war broke through the lines of the Philistines, drew water out 
of the well of Bethlehem and took it and brought it to David. 
So great was David’s gratitude, however, for what these brave 
men had done—so much reverence and respect did he have for 
the lives of these soldiers who had done this thing in the face of 
tremendous personal danger—that he would not drink thereof. 
Instead, he took this water and poured it out unto the Lord; that 
is to say, he made an offering of it unto Almighty God. It was 
a beautiful tribute which he paid them and it dramatically testi- 
fied to his deep feeling of reverence for them. “Is not this,” he 


said, “the blood of the men that went in jeopardy of their lives?” 


This morning, a few moments ago, Chief John L. Miller, 
Secretary of the N. C. State Firemen’s Association, called the roll 
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of deceased firemen. We realize that there may be other such 
names, which are not available for this occasion. All firemen of 
North Carolina, however, known and unknown to us at this mo- 
ment, who have passed on into Eternal Life since last year’s con- 
vention are remembered at this time. We listened with silent rev- 
erence as these names were called. Some of you knew these men 
personally, and so memories of cherished friendships have now 
been recalled to your hearts and minds. 


There is, however, a more significant reason why all of us 
were respectfully silent and why we are engaging in this memo- 
rial service, which indeed is an offering made to our Father in 
heaven. It is to be found in the fact that these men, guardians of 
life and property, lived while on earth from day to day in jeopardy 
of their lives. It may be that some died in action or because of 
impaired health brought about as the result of fire fighting. Of 
course we realize that in your N. C. Fire College every precaution 
is being taught our firemen in order that the risks might be di- 
minished to which they are exposed. Nevertheless, no matter how 
well trained these men may become, fighting fire is a dangerous 
occupation. Such men live from day to day never knowing when 
Some emergency might arise which would require them to risk 
their very life-blood in order to save property, or men, women 
and children trapped in some fiercely burning dwelling or apart- 
ment house. That is the high calling which firemen follow. 


As we reverently remember those who have given so many 
years of their lives to this service and who have gone on before, 
it is well for you men, who are still in the flesh and in this calling, 
to realize that as servants of your people—that is to say, servants 
of the state—you are indeed the servants of God. 


Ministers of the Gospel are not the only ones who serve Him. 
All men engaged in an honest and upright calling, especially those 
like you, who have devoted yourselves to the service of your 
people, are doing God’s work. 


St. Paul, in the fourteenth chapter of his epistle to the 
Romans, says: “The powers that be are ordained of God.” He 
means by this statement that a state which acknowledges the 
authority of God is a living institution. Its officers are the ser- 
vants of God and are engaged in a sacred calling to serve God’s 
people. A well known prayer goes like this: “So rule the hearts 
of thy servants, THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES, 
the Governor of this State, and all others in authority, that they, 


knowing whose ministers they are, may above all things seek thy 
honor and glory.” 
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The words, “All others in authority” refer not only to men 
of our army and navy, defenders of our liberties against hostile 
powers over the seas, not only to the officials of government, but 
also these words include such men as policemen, sheriffs, coast 
guardsmen, firemen and others, who are our protectors against the 
criminal in our midst, the dangers of wind and flood, and the 
ever-present threat of all-consuming fire. 


You, therefore, along with the rest are men who have placed 
your lives at the service of your fellow countrymen. It is indeed 
a high and noble calling and you would not keep faith with those 
who have gone before if you failed to realize it. 


In Cincinnati, Ohio, there is an organization known as the 
Peace Heroes Memorial Society. On May 30th of each year, the 
members of this society honor dead heroes of peace; that is to say, 
men who die in time of peace serving society. On this day flowers 
are placed on their graves. They are called heroes of social con- 
struction. I quote from a publication of that society, which gives 
us a better idea of their purpose: 


“Miners, railroaders, builders, electricians, mechanics, firemen, 
policemen, explorers, physicians, nurses, mothers and others upon 
whose risks and sufferings life depends, form an army larger than 
any fighting force of which history has record. It is an army 
serving without intermission and knowing no armistice, an army 
that endures both pain and privation. It numbers its losses of 
life by the tens of thousands every year and its other casualties 
by the hundreds of thousands. It goes to its hard, perilous battles 
without decorations and without honors; it does not wait for ‘the 
roll of the stirring drum and the trumpet that speaks of fame’.” 

I read this without intending to cast the slightest reflection 
upon those heroes who have made the supreme sacrifice in battles 
for freedom but only to bring forcefully to our attention the sac- 
rifice of these peace-time heroes. You men are an important part 
of that army. As you consider your great responsibility this 
morning I do not think that it would be inappropriate for me to 
suggest that on Memorial Day or some other proper occasion that 
you, the firemen of this association, in your respective communi- 
ties decorate the graves of your fellow firemen who have passed 
beyond. Show in this way your gratitude for the good examples 
which they have set for you and your reverence for them as men 
who went in jeopardy of their lives in answer to many a fire-call. 


To the rest of us who are citizens and who are listening in 
this morning I must say that we should have more appreciation 
for our firemen. These men are firemen primarily because they 
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love this work and want to serve us in this way. Whenever our 
homes or lives are in danger they are ready at a moment’s notice 
to rush to our aid at any hour, day or night, even at the risk of 
their personal safety. 


To the families and friends of those who have passed into 
Eternal Life may I leave this personal prayer of consolation for 
those in grief. 


“We seem to give him back to Thee, dear Lord, Who gavest 
him to us. Yet, as Thou didst not lose him in giving him, so we 
have not lost him in his return. For what is Thine is ours always, 
and life is eternal and love is immortal, and what we sometimes 
call death is only an horizon, and an horizon is nothing save the 
limit of our sight. Lift us up, Strong Son of God, that we may 
see further. Cleanse our eyes that we may see more clearly. Draw 
us closer to thyself that we may know ourselves closer to our be- 
loved, who are with Thee; that where they are and Thou art, 
there may we also be, until the shadows lengthen and the evening 
comes and the fever of this life is over and our work here is done, 
and we too depart to that other room in our Father’s house where 
they have gone before. Amen.”

The meeting is called to order by the President. 
PRESIDENT HILDEBRAND: 


Members of the State Firemen’s Association: It gives me 
great pleasure at this time to introduce to you a man who prob- 
ably it has not been your pleasure to meet while in Salisbury. 
He is not only one of the outstanding citizens of Salisbury, he is 
a past Mayor of the City of Salisbury, also has been Senator in 
the State Legislature, who in turn will introduce to you the hon- 
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orable speaker that we have this morning. It now gives me great 
pleasure to introduce to you Mr. Walter H. Woodson, of Salisbury. 


MR. WALTER H. WOODSON: 


Mr. President, Members of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association, Ladies and Gentlemen: I appreciate the kind 
remarks made by your president, even though, as my good friend 
Governor Gardner once said, they are not true. 


We are all indebted to the firemen that guard our property 
and lives day and night, and I am glad to greet the firemen of 
North Carolina and express my gratitude to the brave and faithful 
men who compose that organization. 


For forty years, beginning with the immortal Aycock and 
extending to and through the administration of our own beloved 
Governor Hoey, North Carolina has been blessed, honored and 
served by able and distinguished governors. I believe it is now 
the uannimous opinion that the next Governor of North Carolina 
will take his place with this outstanding group and serve the 
people of North Carolina with the same fidelity and ability that 
has characterized the administration in the past. I have known 
the speaker on this occasion a long while and well. It was my 
pleasure to serve with him in the Senate and to learn to love and 
admire him for his many fine qualities of head and heart. He 
is thoroughly acquainted with North Carolina, its traditions, its 
institutions and its needs, and I am certain he will apply himself 
to the duties of the high office with courage and ability and to the 
satisfaction of its people. As a scholar, legislative executive and 
statesman he is preeminent and fully equipped with all the re- 
sponsibilities of a Governor of a great state. 


It is my pleasure to introduce to you your friend and mine, 
the next Governor of North Carolina, Honorable J. M. Broughton, 


of Raleigh. 
HONORABLE J. M. BROUGHTON: 


President Hildebrand, Members of the Association, and vis- 
iting Friends: One has to be conscious of the fact that in addi- 
tion to speaking to the audience present he is also attempting to 
speak over the radio, which does impose some limitations at least 
in the manner of speech. I happen to be reminded in that con- 
nection of an incident that occurred during a recent campaign 
when I had spoken in a certain county following in succession 
some of the other candidates. When I finished my speech I came 
down, and going out of the court house a farmer came up to me; 
he said: “Mister, that man that spoke yesterday knows more 
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than you do, but,” he says, “You spoke yours better.” 


We have to be conscious of the element of time, which re- 
minds me of another incident that occurred in the United States 
Senate some years ago. The custom is first to open with a prayer 
(and the United States Senate is frequently in need of prayer), 
and, after that it is the custom to read the Journal, and that has 
been done for a hundred and fifty years. On this occasion while 
the chaplain was praying, the chief clerk discovered that the 
Journal was not in the Senate room, and he tugged at the coat- 
tail of the chaplain and said, “Keep on praying until I find the 
Journal.” So prayer has its usefulness in the element of time. 


It is indeed a privilege and pleasure to be able to address 
this Association. It brings back to my mind many happy occ¢a- 
sions and many interesting personalities in North Carolina. I 
remember the first invitation I had to speak in the City of Fay- 
etteville, and it was from one of the greatest North Carolinians 
and a man that gave most of his life to the cause of the firemen, 
the late Captain Jim McNeill; and when I go away down east, 
I wouldn’t say to the jumping off place, but I am happy to be 
in the town of another great member of this Association, Jerome 
Flora. I understand that Jerome Flora, before he spread out in 
the middle, had possibly some record of a firemen himself, but 
now he is a conversational firemen and a good one at that. 


It would be fine sometime to have a program and call the 
roll of the great men who have served your Association in their 
respective communities and the State in the role of firemen. I 
believe in tradition. I believe in honoring the great men of the 
past. The group that fails to do that loses a great deal of in- 
spiration that comes from that sort of ceremony. One cannot go 
to the National Capital and see memorials to the men who have 
made the Nation great without having a deep admiration and faith 
in this country of ours. In this Association, made up of men who 
have dedicated themselves to the important service, it is fine oc- 
casionally to look back to the early days and pay tribute to men 
who have made sacrifices sometime to the extent of life itself in 
the cause of public safety, and the cause of the great State in 
their respective communities. 


Again I think it is fine that firemen and members of the 
Association can get together in annual convention and exchange 
experiences. You can’t always believe what some firemen say. I 
say that out of an abundance of experience, because I have known 
Sherwood Brockwell forty years; but there is a measure of truth 
in it and a great deal of help in the exchange of ideas. In my 
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day as a boy the big event in the life of Raleigh was when we 
had a firemen’s tournament, hook and ladder contest and contest 
in the hose race, and I think East Spencer finally broke it up; 
they got all the records and made it unnecessary to have any more 
contests, although they do say Kannapolis came and took some 
laurels from them. The opportunity for reminiscing and the ex- 
change of ideas that will benefit the service throughout the State 
of North Carolina, and give spirit and zest and enthusiasm to 
the work in which you are engaged. A man can’t be a good 
soldier unless he has got the spirit of a good soldier, and a man 
can’t be a good fireman unless he is doing just a little more than 
working for his wages, if he is paid wages, he ought to discharge 
his duties voluntarily. It takes a little spirit and zest to make 
a successful fireman or a successful citizen. 


Speaking of enthusiasm. my mind runs back to Sherwood, 
the day they had an amateur play and Sherwood was in it. They 
didn’t have enough talent to go around and called upon every- 
body—postmaster, lawyers and business men, and finally called 
on a preacher to take a part, and his part was a tragic one; he 
got shot, and when he was shot with a blank cartridge he really 
was to proclaim with dramatic effect, “My God, I’m shot.” He 
wouldn’t use that, but would agree to say, “My soul, I’m shot.” 
He said that very weakly. Sherwood had to take him on, but in 
order to make it realistic Sherwood decided to doctor it up. So 
when the time came Sherwood put a raspberry with the blank 
cartridge and it hit the preacher in the front of his white shirt 
and made a red splash. The preacher said, “My soul, I’m shot,” 
very weakly, and then he looked down and saw the red splash 
and he said, “My God, I am shot.” We need sometimes a little 
stimulating enthusiasm, and I am sure these conventions give us 
that sort of thing. 

Let me say briefly and simply that I am heartily in favor of 
the program of this association. I believe in the elevation of the 
status of the firemen in North Carolina, and I believe too, that 
every man who serves his community as a fireman ought to have 
the assurance that in the event of his death or disability that his 
dents and loved ones will not suffer, and whatever it takes 
y aid to create that ought to be done, 
and I give my assurance to this group and all firemen in North 
Carolina that they will find me sympathetic in that sort of pro- 
m. A man ought not to have to go out in the wee small hours 
of the night in storm and flood and face dangers, and have any 
aprehension of what might occur to his loved ones in the event 
of death or disability. I think the State and community owe it 
tothese men to give them that assurance while they battle fires 


depen 
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and save human lives that their dependents will not be made ob- 
jects of charity in the event they are removed from this active 
career. (Applause). 


When a fireman has served a long career he faces hazards 
and when he gets to the age activities have ceasd he ought to 
be able to retire with reasonable compensation and not be put 
on charity or in some home. That is the spirit of this modern 
day. We have got sound security, not applicable, of course, to 
municipal employees, but the spirit is here to stay. It is not 
charity. The average American doesn’t want charity or dole; all 
he wants is a chance, and I believe he is entitled to that, and in 
this enlightened era he is going to have it. Whatever we need 
ought to be done, and I assure you that it will be my earnest de- 
sire to bring these things to pass. (Applause). 


I believe also that there ought not to be any politics in 
connection with fire fighting. I never have subscribed to the idea 
that in any numerical group that because of a change in ad- 
ministration that a good fireman ought to be kicked out by some 
man who wants to supplant him with some one else. There isn’t 
any common sense or justice in taking a man that is an out- 
standing fire fighter, devoted and loyal to the community, who 
sacrifices and faces dangers, to have him routed out because some 
man elected to public office has got a friend or kinsman that he 
wants to put in. I am against that sort of thing. 


I believe the firemen of North Carolina, and this Association 
in particular, has done a great deal for the State not only in 
protecting its property and protecting human lives, but has done 
a great deal for the State in teaching us about fire prevention. 


I do want to pay this serious tribute to my old friend, Sher- 
wood Brockwell. I have kidded him a little but he reminds me of 
the old song, “There’s something about you, Dear, that appeals 
to me.” He has done North Carolina an inestimable service in 
fire prevention—he has done a great service for the State. I be- 
lieve in him and am proud to be his friend. We need more of that. 
I believe the safety program of North Carolina, which is being 
made more generally a part of our educational system, ought to 
be carried to school children as well as grown-ups about the simple 
elements of fire prevention. If you can train a child in high school 
in some of these simple elements, when he grows up he has got 
them. I believe we ought to teach in the public schools how to 
prevent fires and those simple things which we try to teach grown 
people in later years. You know you can’t teach people much 
after they get around middle age—it is a lot of words to them 
and that doesn’t have very much meaning. 
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Speaking of words reminds me of a boy who come back to 
his community after he had been to college for a year and he 
thought he had shown he was educated by using a lot of big words. 
He went out home that night to the farm where he lived and after 
supper he said to his father, “Pa, shall I tell you a narrative?” 
The old man said, “What’s that?” He said, “That’s just a tale.” 
The old man said, “Go ahead and tell it.” At bed time he said, 
“Pa, shall I extinguish the light?” His father said, “What do you 
mean by that?” He said, “Put it out.” And, about that time the 
dog came in and the old man said, “Son, take that dog by the 
narrative and extinguish him.” 


I am not talking about phrases and words, I am talking about 
teaching young people before they get to be men and women 
these simple rules of safety, because most fires originate from 
the simplest reasons, and if we could teach them fire prevention 
that would go a long way toward eliminating the disastrous fires 


that have occurred. 


We all must recognize the fact that this convention meets 
probably under different circumstances from any other you have 
ever held. This nation and the nations of the world have come 
into an acute condition, conscious of the fact that firemen supple- 
ment a part of the nation’s defense system. Never before in our 
history has any association witnessed what we witness. Since 
you had your last meeting about nine nations have disappeared 
from the map of the world. While we have been sitting here great 
fights have taken place abroad. We have been witnessing in the 
last sixty days a program for defense in peace time. This nation 
has appropriated through Congress within the last sixty days for 
defense a larger sum of money than was ever appropriated by 
any nation of the world, either in war or peace time. What does 
the fact that the National Guard of the United States will on 
September 16th mobilize for training in peace time—something 
never before done? What does it mean that the Congress of the 
United States is now contemplating and ought to pass a bill that 
provides for compulsory military training? It means that America 
is awake in the face of great danger. It is just as necessary that 
the firemen of North Carolina and of the United States be trained 
d fit into this program as it is that the National 


to supplement an eid 
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If you were living in London—because without the valiant 
firemen of London, London would not even be in existence today,— 
those who have seen pictures witness the fact that in the midst 
of exploding bombs that the brave firemen of London have been 
fighting for Britain by preventing the destruction of that great city 
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by fire. We are living in a time when a fireman is to be a national 
part, a vital part of the national defense of this country. This 
defense program will call for great sacrifices, calls for the pay- 
ment of taxes, and I am glad to say, as I heard a gentleman say 
the other day, that as to collecting and paying taxes the American 
people are paying the. defense tax without a murmur. The truth 
is that the man or woman who isn’t willing to pay the tax neces- 
sary to defend this country is not a good American. We are de- 
termined to do whatever is necessary to preserve and to protect 
this great country of ours. There may be some exaggeration about 
possible dangers, but we propose to defend America and not sub- 
mit to invasion. or intimidation. I believe that the firemen of 
North Carolina will let the Government know and let the world 
know that in the event of any invasion or encroachment upon this 
country that the man who serves in the fire department, paid or 
volunteer, stand as a unit in the defense of our great country, 
whether we be lawyers, firemen, or soldiers in the regular army, 
or trained nurses, ambulance driver, and each has his vital and 
patriotic part in the defense of the country. 


I am happy to see in this assembly everything that sym- 
bolizes love of North Carolina. I believe when the call comes the 
firemen will step forward and say, “Here am I, ready to do my 
part in the defense of our State and Nation.” 


It is a happy privilege to come here where we can all stand 
and be united and sing together this new and most popular na- 
tional song, “God Bless America, Our Home Sweet Home.” 


THE PRESIDENT recognizes Sherwood Brockwell. 
SHERWOOD BROCKWELL: 


It is wonderful that Mr. Broughton should have mentioned 


our song. It is coincidental and fine that we adopted it yesterday 
and sang it. 


Please bear with me for just a moment when I say that we 
have witnessed something here this morning that no member of 
this Association has ever witnessed before. We have had men 
who have arisen to the high office in our great State appear on 
this program, but this morning is the first time that any such 
great man has stood before us, bared his bosom and spoke words 
which give us assurance of what he intends to do for the fire 
service of North Carolina when he enters into the Governor’s office. 


I am at this moment as proud as I have ever been because 
you have just listened to the only man who was born and bred in 
your capital city who will occupy that Governor’s chair, Joseph 
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Melvin Broughton. That is important enough were it not what 
I am going to say, and of which he has long forgot. It was 
Shakespeare or Pope who said, “Child is father to man.” 


The first time I ever saw Melvin Broughton to know who I 
was looking at, he was on a football team at the Raleigh High 
School with my brother. I was a player at State College, and 
I found myself admiring that long, lanky boy, whose name I had 
not yet learned, but no matter what the play was this long, lanky 
high school boy playing tackle, would rise from the mass of 
jangled limbs, having done just a little bit more than anybody 
expected him to do and wearing the smile that he wore here this 
morning. In all the years that part of Melvin Broughton and that 
smile has never changed one bit. From what has been said in the 
convention this week and the convention of the Fire Chiefs which 
met Monday, Joseph Melvin Broughton, as Governor of North 
Carolina, is destined, I believe, to face critical conditions never 
faced by Bickett during the last world war, nor Vance during the 
years 61 to ’65. I believe that our next Governor will be that same 
football player that I saw, lo, these many years ago, without fan- 
fare, without any attempt to add to personal glory by serving 
North Carolina, but coming up every time he is knocked down 
and having done a little bit more than is expected of him, wear- 
ing that smile he is wearing today. 


CHIEF FLORA: 


Sherwood has taken right many of the words out of my mouth. 
We in the convention assembled have heard many talks, speeches 
and oratory by the great, the near-great and mediocre, and the 
forgotten man, but this morning we have heard a great speech 
by a great man, one who expresses the spirit of the firemen of 
North Carolina and of the world, a gentleman that spoke the 
language of the firemen, a gentleman who is a fireman at heart. 
He is not upon the roll of any fire department in this great State. 
So, Mr. President, I wish to place in nomination that affable, that 
genteel, that distinguished gentleman who is loved by all of us, 
your friend and my friend, the Honorable J. Melvin Broughton, 
for honorary membership in the North Carolina State Firemen’s 


Association of North Carolina. 


CHIEF PALMER: 


I wish to second that nomination, and I think this Associa- 
tion will be highly honored to have on the roll of this Association 
the next Governor of North Carolina, Honorable J. Melvin Brough- 
ton, as an honorary member of this Association. 
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PRESIDENT HILDEBRAND: 


We have heard a wonderful address here this morning by one 
of the outstanding men of our State. I knew this was coming up, 
the program Chief Burkett lined up, and it took me four weeks to 
write a speech to compete with these speakers this morning, but 
I came off and left it at home. I am like the engineer whose 
father had built a big bridge in Tennessee. The older engineer 
became sick and sent his son to do honor on the dedication of the 
great bridge. He had his father’s speech in his pocket and lost it. 
He got up before the great crowd and said, “Ladies and Gentle- 
men: Forty years ago this was a howling wilderness.” He studied 
and felt around in another pocket. He said, “Forty years ago this 
was a howling wilderness.” He still tried to find his speech, and 
he said again, “Forty years ago this was a howling wilderness— 
and I wish to God it was now.” 


There is a motion before the house that we accept Honorable 
Mr. Broughton into our Association as an honorary member, which 
has been seconded. All in favor of that let it be known by rising. 


MOTION CARRIED unanimously by a rising vote. 
(Applause). 


PRESIDENT (continuing): I want to congratulate you. 
You are running for Governor and we know you are a good poli- 
tician and a fine man, but you can’t as Governor of North Caro- 
lina or any other organization, come into anything that has a 
finer organization than has elected you as a member this morning. 


MR. BROUGHTON: 


I am very happy and appreciate the honor you have bestow- 
ed upon me. I promise to answer all calls that may come between 
January 1st, 1941, and the end of that four-year period. 


Iam sorry that I have to leave now but I have to get to an 
engagement in another city. I have enjoyed being with you and 
wish I could stay longer. 


THE CHAIR recognizes Dr. Long. 
DR. LONG: 


Boys, I have been attending these meetings many years. I 
want to say to all of you boys that you younger men have ideas 
and opinions and you should bring them out in the convention 
and keep this association alive for the future. Seventy years ago 
I came to this town, a quiet sort of fellow. I helped to form and 
plan this association and we were guided by the Honorable A. H. 
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Boyden. We started to leave that morning without saying a word, 
and I jumped up and said I would not leave this town until we 
made some resolution with respect to that man. There are plenty 
of opinions among you young fellows who are going to take the 
place of the older ones, and if you have an idea get up and tell 
us about it. . 


Something was said about fire prevention. I go to the super- 
intendent of the school and say, “I want to make a talk to these 
‘children on fire prevention.” I force myself on them because I 
have an idea. We don’t have many fires any more because the 
children are growing up to know what it is to prevent fire. 


I want to say that I appreciate being here; I appreciate every- 
thing that has been done. I have passed through the Chair—I 
have been president—and all these things I say with the greatest 


respect; I love you. 


I am going to have to leave you today on account of the death 
of my son’s wife’s brother. He was drowned in New Bern. We 
are going down the valley one by one. 


I want to see this association grow and continue to grow and 
unless you members come out and take part, put your life into it. 
I put my life in it; I love it. I have been a fireman all my life and 
never had a bad cold. God takes care of me. He will take care 


of you. 

I am going to have to leave. The beautiful ceremony this 
morning impressed the thought upon me that we are going down 
the valley one by one. When we pass down that dark river to 


the City beyond where God has prepared for us and I hope to 


meet every one of you, that great City beyond, where we shall 


mingle in the joys forever. ¢ 
CHIEF BURKETT: I would like to introduce to you a man 
who has assisted us, served on the city council, served as mayor 


and city manager. I present to you Mr. Hedrick. 


MR. HEDRICK: 
It is hard to slip away from a bunch of people, and Chief 
Burkett caught me and said, “I want you to say a few words.” 


I am happy to see this convention come to Salisbury. I learn- 
ed a number of years ago to love every fireman in North Caro- 
lina. I woke up one morning and the house was full of smoke. 
I turned around a few times and the firemen were there. It didn’t 
take but a minute but it seemed to me like it was half an hour. 
When the firemen came up and put the fire out I began to think 
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what the firemen meant to the City of Salisbury and the State of 
North Carolina. I think you people are doing one of the greatest 
jobs of any people in the State. People pass the fire department 
and see the boys playing checkers or some kind of entertainment 
and they think you have got an awfully easy job, but take a job 
like that, twenty-four hours a day, subject to call, at the end of 
the week a lot of them don’t feel like going to Sunday school. I 
would like to see the firemen of North Carolina, as well as of 
the United States, every opportunity you have that you go to Sun- 
day school and church, because without the Master’s guidance 
we cannot do our best work. I am so happy to speak to you 
just a few words this morning. 


PRESIDENT HILDEBRAND: 


I am going to do something that is a little unusual for the 
chairman of an organization to do, and that is, I want to com- 
mend, congratulate and hug his neck, that is Charlie Burkett, for 
the convention that he has put on here this year. Burkett has done 
the job. We have been attending State Firemen’s Conventions 
since 1906, and I believe we have been in most very town in the 
State, and with all due respect to all the cities and towns and 
chiefs and assistants and departments that have held conventions 
and made it possible for firemen to have a good time, I believe 
this convention in Salisbury surpasses any that we have ever had; 
and at this time I, myself, want to make a motion that we give 
Charlie Burkett, at this time, a rising vote of thanks for what he 
and his fire department, all of his associates and citizens of Salis- 
bury, have done for the firemen of North Carolina, and I want 
your vice-president, who within the next few hours will be the 
president of this organization, to do the confirmation. 


MOTION SECONDED and unanimously carried by a rising 
vote of thanks. 


CHIEF BURKETT: 


We certainly appreciate all those remarks and the rising vote 
of thanks. We tried to arrange it for you. We have a good dance 
on for tonight and plenty of good-looking ladies, and you will have 
a good time. We will have the parade this afternoon, and in the 


meantime anything that we can do on the part of our department 
or citizenship let us know. 


THE CHAIR recognizes Chief Bennett: 
CHIEF BENNETT: 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: I want to say that I 
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had a bad night last night. We started out at Charlie Burkett’s 
barbecue and kept going until twelve o’clock, then I had a quartet 
to entertain me until two-thirty. 


I want to say to you here that in this convention I have lis- 
tened to the different speeches and it seems to me that some of 
you fellows ought to get up and offer some resolutions. This is 
not a Fire Chief’s convention, this is a North Carolina Firemen’s 
Association program, and there is not an official delegate that 
doesn’t have the right to the floor at any time to bring up any 
question you care to. I am sure these leaders would be glad to 
hear from you. We have in this official organization three chiefs 
and four firemen that are not chiefs. We had the chiefs’ meeting 
Monday. I believe they will be glad to have you come up here 
or get up out there and bring out these points. That is what this 
meeting is for. All the time I have sat here I haven’t heard an 
expression from the floor. I would like you to take advantage of 
this meeting and ask questions. Two or three fellows asked me 
to come up and ask questions. I think they should do it them- 
selves. You are here and representing your different communi- 
ties and I would like to see you take a more active part. The 
Fire Chiefs who have any kind of an office you put them here, 
and I hope we will have that brought out in the future meetings 
where we will hear more from the floor. 


Requests were made from the floor that Chief Bennett sing 
“Shortenin’ Bread.” (Applause). 


SHERWOOD BROCKWELL: I am happy to present Salis- 
bury’s Fire Chief, Will A. Brown, ex-chief of the Salisbury Fire 


Department. 


CHIEF BROWN: 


Brother Fire Chiefs, Firemen and Ladies: I am not in con- 
dition to talk to you; I still have a little cold in my chest. 


I appreciate the honor bestowed upon me for the last thirty- 
five or forty years by the fire department, and I hope the volun- 
teer fire department has done some good in the State of North 
Carolina, and any time my services are worth while I am glad 
to serve and do anything that I can. It is a pleasure to be with 
you this morning, and I hope every one of you enjoys your visit 
while in our town. If there is anything you need and can’t find it 
just let me know and we will look out for you. Thank you. 


PRESIDENT: Thank you, Chief Brown. We are mighty glad 


to have you with us again. 
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NEW BUSINESS 


PRESIDENT: If there is no new business we will now have 
the report of the Courtesy Committee by Chief Palmer.

CHIEF SHAW:

CHIEF EDMUNDS, of Chadbourn:

MOTION seconded and unanimously carried. 


D. E. SHUFORD: 


I am not going to attempt to make a speech following these 
wonderful addresses—I think it would be entirely out of place; I 
couldn’t if I wanted to. We have heard some wonderful messages 
this morning and I am a little at loss as to what to say. I do want 
to say that I appreciate this honor from the bottom of my heart. 
I do not know of an honor in this State that is within the power 
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of any organization to confer upon any man that I would value 
higher than the honor you have bestowed upon me. I want to 
thank you and tell you that at any time any service that I can 
render in this State all you have to do is gall on me and I will do 
the best I can.

(Applause). 
‘CHIEF PALMER: 


Mr. President: I wish to place in nomination for the office 
of first vice-president a man who has attended a lot of conven- 
tions as a delegate from his department. He has taken a great 
interest in the association through many years. This man is sec- 
retary of his fire department. He comes from a small fire depart- 
ment compared with some of the largest in the country but he 
comes from a good fire department, an efficient fire department.

He is president of the Charlotte organization of fire fighters, 
and my understanding is that he is a Christian man and worthy, 
and deserves it.

MOTION SECONDED.

The Secretary called the roll, and R. A. Joyner was duly 
elected as vice-president. 


MR. J.J. THOMAS: 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen, especially Brother Fire- 
men: It is indeed a pleasure for me to be here, standing on this 
platform. It came kind of out of the clouds just over-night. Some 
of the boys suggested t ome last night that they would like a~™ 
fellow who came from down in the ranks as a private for an of- 
ficer, and have nominated and supported me.

I am indeed proud of the nomination and assure you that I ap- 
preciate the consideration that each and every one of you have

Four years ago I was voted your statistician, and I feel like 
my little boy did when he was promoted from the first grade to 
the second.

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HOUSE BILL NO. 931. 


AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE CREATION OF A STATE 
VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT; TO PRESCRIBE THE 
POWERS AND DUTIES OF SUCH DEPARTMENT; AND TO 
PROVIDE PROTECTION FOR MEMBERS THEREOF. 


The General Assembly of North Carolina do enact: 


SECTION 1. PURPOSE OF THE ACT. The purpose of 
this Act shall be the creation of a State Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment to provide protection for property lying outside the boun- 
daries of municipalities, and to render assistance anywhere within 
the State of North Carolina, in municipalities or counties, in 
emergencies caused by fire, floods, tornados. or otherwise, in the 
manner and subject to the conditions provided in this Act. 


SEC. 2. PERSONNEL. The personnel of the North Caro- 
lina State Volunteer Fire Department shall consist of all active 
members of the organized fire departments, who are members of 
the North Caolina State Firemen’s Association, of municipalities 
whereof governing bodies shall subscribe to and endorse this Act. 


SEC. 3. ORGANIZATION. The North Carolina State Fire 
Marshal shall be Chief of the State Volunteer Fire Department; 
regular municipal fire chiefs shall be assistant chiefs; assistant 
chiefs shall be deputy chiefs; battalion chiefs, captains, lieuten- 
ants and privates shall hold the same positions that they occupy 
in their municipal companies. When engaged in rendering assist- 
ance at the scene of any emergency, the ranking officer of the 
first department arriving at the scene of the emergency shall have 
complete charge of all operations until the arrival of a superior 
officer. All subordinate officers and men shall act under the di- 
rection of such ranking officer. Whenever present at the scene of 
an emergency, the chief shall have full and complete control and 
authority over operations of all members of the department. 


SEC. 4. ACCEPTANCE BY MUNICIPALITIES. Any mu- 
organized fire department and desiring to

SEC. 5. WITHDRAWAL. Any municipality which has ac- 


cepted the provisions of this Act may withdraw its fire depart- 
ments from membership in the State Volunteer Fire Department 
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by resolution of the governing body thereof. Notice of such with- 
drawal shall be given to the State Fire Marshal and withdrawal 
shall not become effective until sixty (60) days after his receipt 
thereof. 


SEC. 6. DISPATCHING FIREMEN AND APPARATUS 
FROM MUNICIPALITIES. Municipalities endorsing this Act 
shall retain full and complete control and authority in sending or 
permitting firemen and apparatus to go beyond the limits of the 
municipality. The governing bodies of such municipalities shall 
designate and authorize a person, and at least two alternates, who 
shall have authority to grant or deny permission to firemen and 
apparatus to leave the municipality in all cases where request is 
made for assistance beyond its corporate limits, and the munici- 
pality shall, through the office of its municipal fire chief, furnish 
to the office of the State Insurance Commissioner, and to the 
Secretary of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, a 
list of the persons so authorized by the municipality. The Sec- 
retary of the State Firemen’s Assocation shall furnish to all mu- 
nicipalities and counties accepting this Act a list of all such per- 
sons so designated in all municipalities within the State. 


SEC. 7. The State Volunteer Fire Department shall not 
have authority to render assistance in any emergency occurring 
within a county which has not accepted the terms and conditions 
of this Act by resolution of the Board of County Commissioners: 
Provided, that nothing in this Act shall be construed to prevent 
any municipality from voluntarily permitting its fire department 
to render assistance in any emergency, notwithstanding that it 
may arise in a county which has failed to accept this Act. 


SEC. 8. ACCEPTANCE BY COUNTIES. Any county de- 
siring to accept the benefits of this Act may do so by resolution 
of the Board of County Commissioners. The board may make the 
necessary appropriation therefor and levy annually taxes for pay- 
ment of the same as a special purpose, in addition to any tax 
allowed by any special statute for the purposes enumerated in 
Section one thousand two hundred and ninety-seven of the Con- 
solidated Statutes and in addition to the rate allowed by the Con- 
stitution. All such counties may thereupon make agreements and 
enter into contracts with respect to payment for services rendered 


by the State Volunteer Fire Department within its boundaries in 
the following manner: 


The county may contract with any municipality which has 
accepted the terms of this Act, whether within or without said 
county, to pay to such municipality an annual fee as a considera- 
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tion for the’ municipality providing equipment and carrying com- 
pensation insurance which will enable it to respond to calls from 
within the county so contracting, and to pay an additional sum 
per truck for each mile traveled from the station house to the 
scene of the emergency, and to pay an additional sum per truck 
per hour or fraction thereof for the use of its water or chemical 
pumping equipment. Said sums shall be paid to the city within 
thirty (30) days after such services have been performed: Pro- 
vided, that nothing in this section shall be construed to prevent 
the county and municipality from adopting a different schedule of 
fees in cases where those provided above shall be considered ex- 
cessive or inadequate: Provided, that if the emergency shall occur 
within the limits of another city or town, such city or town and 
not the county wherein it lies shall be responsible for the pay- 
ments and shall assume all liabilities as provided in this section. 


SEC. 9. MUNICIPALITIES NOT TO BE LEFT UNPRO- 
TECTED. At no time shall the entire personnel or equipment of 
any ‘municipal fire department be absent from the municipality in 
response to a call to another municipality, or other place lying at 
a distance exceeding two miles from the corporate limits, but 
there shall remain within the municipal limits such personnel and 
equipment as in the judgment of the local fire chief might provide 
sufficient protection during the absence of the remainder. 


SEC. 10. RIGHTS AND PRIVILEGES OF FIREMEN; 
LIABILITY OF MUNICIPALITY. When responding to a call 
and while working at a fire or other emergency outside the limits 
of the municipality by which they are regularly employed or in 
volunteer fire service, all members of the State Volunteer Fire 
Department shall have the same authority, rights, privileges and 
immunities which are afforded them while responding to calls with- 
in their home municipality. In permitting its fire department or 
equipment to attend an emergency or answer a call beyond the 
municipal limits, whether under the terms of this Act or other- 
wise, a municipality shall be deemed in exercise of a governmental 
function, and shall hold the privileges and immunities attendant 
upon the exercise of such functions within its corporate limits. 


SEC. 11. RELIEF IN CASE OF INJURY OR DEATH. In 
case of injury or death of any member of the State Volunteer 
Fire Department arising out of any in the course of the perform- 
ance of his duties while such member is assisting at any emer- 
gency arising beyond the limits of the municipality with which he 
is connected, or while going to or returning from the scene of 
such emergency, such fireman shall be entitled to compensation 
under the terms of the North Carolina Workmen’s Compensation 
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Act, and the municipality with which he is connected shall be 
liable for the compensation provided under that Act. 


SEC. 12. In order to assist in carrying out the purposes of 
this Act the Governor may, from time to time, make provisions 
for assistance to the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association 
in a sum not to exceed two thousand and five hundred dollars 
($2,500.00), in any one year, out of the contingent fund appro- 
priated in the General Appropriation Act. One half of the amount 
so provided shall, in each instance, go to the State Firemen’s Re- 
hef Fund, and one half to the expenses of the said Association 
incurred in carrying out the provisions of this Act. 


SEC. 138. That all laws and clauses of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 


SEC. 14. That this Act shall be in full force and effect from 
and after its ratification.

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An Act to Incorporate the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association 


———— 


Be it Enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen- 


eral Assembly Convened: 


Section 1. That C. D. Benbow, J. G. Fowler, H. J. Elam, A. T. 
Boyd, C. F. Thomas, J. R. Donnell, Charles Whittington and S. D. 
Wilson, of Greensboro; J. D. McNeill, of Fayetteville; J. T. Thack- 
er, W. Bo Keith, S.A. Sink, C. D. Snipes, F. H. Vogler, F. C. 
Meinung, of Winston-Salem; E. B. Englehard, T. W. Blake, F. H. 
Lumsden and F. Brannon, of Raleigh; H. E. Heartt, of Durham; 
J. B. Swinson, of Charlotte, and such other persons as are asso- 
ciated with them, and their successors be, and they hereby are con- 
stiuted a body politic and corporate by the name of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association, and may by that name sue 
and be sued and prosecute and defend suits in all courts in the 
State and may have and use a common seal, and alter the same 
at pleasure. May take contracts and be capable in law of pur- 
chasing, holding and conveyting any real or personal estate for the 
benefit of said Association or corporation, provided, the said cor- 
poration shali not any time hold real or personal estate of greater 
amount than ten thousand ($10,000) dollars. 


Section 2. The purpose for which said Association is organ- 
ized is: The protection and promotion of the best interests of 
the firemen of North Carolina, the compilation of fire statistics, 
the collection of information concerning the practical workings of 
different systems of organizations, the examination and inquiries 
concerning the merits of the different kinds of apparatus in use 
and the improvements in the same, the cultivation of a fraternal 
fellowship between the different companies of the State. 


Section 8. Said Association or corporation shall have power to 
appoint officers, hold meetings, adopt Constitution and enact such 
By-Laws in such manner as their Constitution may prescribe, and 
make such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry into 
effect the objects and aims of the Association; provided, that such 
Constitution and By-Laws, rules and regulations be not repugnant 
to the Constitution of the State and of the United States. 


Section 4. That this act shall be in force from and after its 


ratification.

PREAMBLE 


We, the members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation, in order to form a more perfect organization, establish har- 
mony of action, insure prosperity and promote the best interests 
of the Firemen of North Carolina, and compile statistics of infor- 
mation concerning the practical working of various systems and 
the merits of the different apparatus in use for the extinguishing 
of fires, also the cultivation of fraternal fellowship between the 
several Fire Departments of the State do, here establish the fol- 


lowing Constitution and By-Laws. 
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CONSTITUTION 


Article J 


Section 1. This organization shall be known as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


Article II 


Section 1. The officers of this Association shall consist of a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer and Statistician, 
and they shall constitute the Executive Committee and will. hold 
their respective offices for one year, or until their successors shall 
be elected and qualified. Each officer of the Association shall 
have one vote on all questions coming before the Association: 


Article III 


Section 1. The members of the Association shall consist of the 
several Chiefs and Assistant Chiefs of the Fire Departments, Fire 
Marshals, Superintendents of Fire Alarm, Superintendents of 
Waterworks, Buildings and Electric Inspectors, and each regular 
organized Fire Company in the several Fire Departments of the 
State; said persons and companies complying with the provisions 
of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, and all in- 
vidual members of such fire companies, who comply with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, shall, 
also, by virtue of their membership of such companies, be members 
of this Association for the purpose of participating in the benefits 
of this Association, and the funds disbursed by it, so long as said 
company remains a member of the Association, and no longer. 
But should any member fail to pay his per capita tax, when called 
for, and in accordance with the By-Laws of the Association he 
shall be debarred from the privileges of this Association. 

Section 2. Any member injured or made sick by disease con- 
tracted in the actual discharge of his duty as a Fireman, shall 
be entitled to the benefits from the “Firemen’s Relief Fund” of 
this Association, as set forth and contained in the By-Laws of 
said Association; and should death result from such injury or 
sickness the widow, if any, of such deceased fireman shall receive 
such an amount and for such purposes as is set forth and con- 
tained in the By-Laws of this Association, and in case there is 
no widow, then the company of which such deceased fireman was 
a member shall receive such an amount and for such purposes 
as is set forth and contained in the By-Laws of this Association. 

Section 3. Every person or company eligible and desiring to 
become a member of this Association shall make application to 
the Secretary, and at the same time pay to him the prescribed 
membership fee, and thereupon, if such applicant or company be 
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eligible he or such company shall become a member of this Asso- 
ciation. 


Section 4. All companies represented in this Association must. 
be in full accord and in good standing in the Fire Department of 
the city, town or village where they are located, and if at any 


time they are not so, they shall forfeit all rights to membership 
in this Association, and companies that do not affiliate with the 
fire department of the city, town or village where they are located 
shall not be entitled to membership in this Association. 


Section 5. Every fire company in the State, which is a mem- 
ber of the Association, shall on or before the first day of August. 
in each year, elect two delegates, and also two alternates, to serve 
for the ensuing year, with the Chief and Assistant Chief of the 
various departments at large, who are entitled to one vote each, or 
two for the company. In the absence of one of the delegates so 
elected, the other member or delegate may cast two votes for the 
company. They shall be beneficiary members of the Association, 
and shall show on the beneficiary roll. 


Article IV 


Section 1. The annual meetings of the Association shall be 
held at such place as the Association shall select, if said Associa- 
tion selects such place, and if not, then the Executive Committee 
shall select the time of holding all annual meetings of the Asso- 
ciation. 

Section 2. A failure to hold any annual meeting at the time 
designated in the Constitution shall in no wise make a dissolution 
of the Association. 


Section 38. The Executive Committee shall meet at such time 
and place as they may decide, on a call of the President or a 
majority of said Committee. 


Article V 


Section 1. If any vacancy shall occur by reason of death, 
resignation or otherwise of any of the officers of this Association, 
such vacancy shall be filled by the Executive Committee for the 
unexpired term for which said officer was elected. 


Article VI 


Section 1. This Association shall have the power to alter, 
amend, repeal or revise this Constitution and the By-Laws by a 
two-thirds vote of the members of the Association present entitled 
to vote; provided the proposed amendment shall have been sub- 


mitted in writing at a previous meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 
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By-Laws 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


Article I 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the President to preside 
over the meetings of the Association and to counter-sign all orders, 
warrants or vouchers duly granted by the Association, Executive 
Committee or other officer of the Association. He shall receive 
$250.00 compensation as annual salary, to be paid quarterly by 
warrant on the Treasurer issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signed by the President. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Vice-President to per- 
form all the duties of the President in his absence. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a com- 
plete record of all the proceedings of the Association; to receive 
and answer all communications pertaining to the Association; to 
keep a roster of the names of the different companies composing 
the Association and the individual members thereof; to collect the 
membership fee and the per capita tax, and to pay the same over 
to the Treasurer, taking his receipt therefor; and to issue all 
warrants and vouchers for the payment of all moneys expended 
by the Association or any o*‘icer thereof. He shall execute a 
bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars to this Association for 
security of all funds in his hands to be approved by and filed 
with the President. All property, books and records in the hands 
of the Secretary, are and shall remain the property of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. He shall receive $600.00 
compensation as annual salary, to be paid quarterly by warrant 
on Treasurer, issued by the Secretary and counter-signed by the 


President. 


Section 4. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys collected 
by the Secretary and give a receipt to him for the same; to collect 
and receive annually from the State Treasurer the amount appro- 
priated by the Legislature for the Firemen’s Relief Fund; to col- 
tect and receive from the Insurance Commissioner the five per cent 
of the money collected from the Insurance Companies as prescribed 
by law in Section 6067 of the Consolidated Statutes of North Caro- 
Jina. He shall disburse no moneys except on order issued by the 
Secretary and counter-signed by the President. At the annual 
meetings of the Association he shall make a full report of all the 
moneys received and disbursed by him. He shall execute a bond 
to the State of North Carolina as prescribed by law, which bond

shall be approved by and filed with the Treasurer of the State of 
North Carolina, and shall make a detailed report of the said Treas- 
urer of the State of North Carolina of the yearly expenditures of 
the Firemen’s Relief Fund. He shall, also, execute a bond in 
the sum of Seven Thousand Five Hundred Dollars to this Associa- 
tion for the security of the General Fund, to be approved by the 
President and filed with the Secretary of this Association. All 
property, books and records in the hands of the Treasurer are, and 
shall remain the property of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association. He shall receive $200.00 compensation as annual 
salary, to be paid quarterly by warrant on the Treasurer issued 
by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Statistician to correctly 
compile the statistics of each village and city in the State of all 
matters pertaining to the fire service, annually correcting the 
previous reports, which shall include everything of interest to our 
firemen, and to be so arranged as to be comprehensive in every 
detail. The expenses of all printing, printed matter and postage 
necessary in sending for and receiving such information shall be 
paid by the Association. He shall receive $75.00 compensation as 
annual salary, to be paid annually by warrant on the Treasurer 
issued by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to 
have published the proceedings of the Association; to transact 
all business of the Association during the times intervening be- 
tween the annual meetings of said Association; to advise the 
Treasurer in the management of all funds of the Association. At 
all meetings of the Executive Committee a majority of the com- 
mittee shall constitute a quorum, and a majority of such quérum 
may determine all questions and transact all business the same as 
if all the said committee were present. 


Section 7. The expenses of the President when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of the Association, to be 
incurred at his discretion, shall be paid upon warrant issued by 
the Secretary and counter-signed by the President, and the ex- 
penses of the other officers of the Association when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of said Association shall 


likewise be paid upon warrant issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signed by the President. - 


Section 8. All moneys expended under this Article shall be 
paid pou the General Fund of this Association, and not from the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. Provided, that the salary of the Treasur- 


er and printing of the minutes each year may be paid out of the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. 
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MEMBERSHIP 


Article IT 

Section 1. Each fire company shall pay a membership fee of 
Five Dollars, and each Fire Chief, Assistant Chief, Fire Marshal, 
Superintendent of Fire Alarm, Superintendent of Waterworks, 
Building and Electric Inspectors, shall pay an annual fee of One 
Dollar, and all other members an annual fee of Fifty Cents each. 

Section 2. The annual fees above mentioned shall be paid on, 
or before the first day of January of each and every year, in ad- 
vance for the insuing year. And all members who fail to comply 
with this provision shall, thereon and by reason of such failure, 
cease to be members of this Association, and cannot again become 
members of this Association except by new application, made in 
regular form, and paying the prescribed fee for membership. 

Section 3. Any individual or company, members of this Asso- 
ciation who, at any time fail to act in a gentlemanly manner, may 
upon charges brought before the Association be expelled from said 
Association by a majority vote of the membershirp. 

Section 4. Any Honorary Fireman may, upon the payment of 
the annual fees, become a member of the Association, with all 
rights and privileges of any other member, except such Honorary 
Firemen shall not participate in the Firemen’s Relief Fund. 


SICK AND DEATH BENEFITS 
Article III 


Section 1. Any member of this Association injured or made 
sick by disease contracted in the actual discharge of his duties as 
a fireman shall be entitled to the benefits from the Firemen’s Re- 
lief Fund” of this Association, as follows: At the rate of $4.00 
per day while totally unable to attend to his ordinary business by 
reason of such injury or sickness for a period not exceeding one 
hundred days; but the Executive Committee may extend such 
benefits for good cause shown to the next annual meeting of the 
Association next after the expiration of the said period of one 
hundred days, and the Association at said annual meeting will, 
at its pleasure, determine the time for which such benefits may be 
received; and in case of death for such injury or sickness, this 
Association shall pay to the widow of the deceased $300.00 for 
funeral expenses, and should the deceased have no widow, this 
amount shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Company of which 
the deceased was a member to be used by said Company to defray 
his funeral expenses. Provided that no fireman shall be entitled 
to receive any benefits under this section until the local Fireman’s 
Relief Fund of his city or town shall have been exhausted. 

Section 2. The Chief or Acting Chief shall certify before a 
Magistrate, Notary Public or other officer authorized to administer 
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oaths on blank form published by the Secretary of this Association, 
accompanied by a certificate of the attending physician, said 
certificate to be made on a blank furnished by the Secretary of 
this Association. 


Section 3. Applications for benefits shall be made to the Sec- 
retary in compliance with the form to be furnished by the Sec- 
retary for that purpose, and shall be made within thirty days 
after receiving the injury or contracting the disease complained 
of; but said time for making said application may be extended by 
the Executive Committee for good cause shown. 


Section 4. The action of this Association upon all questions 
that may arise as to granting or refusing relief and benefits, both 
as to the amount thereof and the person claiming, and upon all 
questions relating to the right or claim of membership, shall be 
final and conclusive, and the action of the Executive Committee 
upon said questions shall in like manner be final and conclusive 
until the same be changed by the Association at its annual meet- 
ings. 
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RULES OF ORDER 


1. The presiding officer shall preserve order and decorum; all 
questions of order shall be decided by him, subject to an appeal of 
the Association. 


2. Every member when he speaks shall rise, standing in his 
place, addressing the presiding officer, and shall omit personalities 
and confine himself to the questions under debate. 


3. When twe or more members shall rise at once, the presid- 
ing officer shaii name the one who shall speak first. 


4. A member when called to order shall immediately sit down 
unless permitted to explain by the Chair. If there be no appeal, 
the decision shall be conclusive. 


5. Every delegate shall vote, unless excused by the Associa- 
tion, but no delegate shall vote on any question in which he shall 
have a direct individual or pecuniary interest, and the President 


shall only vote in case of a tie. 


6. The ayes and nays shall be taken and entered upon the 
minutes of the Association, if required by three delegates. 


7, All business not provided for in these By-Laws shall be 
transacted according to the parliamentary rules that govern delib- 
erate bodies. No less than the representative of five companies 


shall constitute a quorum. 
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FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND 


ARTICLE 1—STATE APPROPRIATIONS 


6056—Annual Appropriation 


The sum of two thousand five hundred dollars is hereby ap- 
propriated annually and shall constiute a “Firemen’s Relief Fund.” 


6057—Payment by State Treasurer. 


The treasurer of the state shall pay the amount constituting 
the firemen’s relief fund on the warrant of the auditor, one-fourth 
to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s 
Association, properly chartered by law, and three-fourths to the 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation shall give bond, and the Association shall disburse the 
funds in the same manner and under the same rules as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


6058—A pplication of Fund 


The money so paid into the hands of the treasurer of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall be known and remain 
as the “Firemen‘s Relief Fund” of North Carolina, and shall be 
used as a fund for the relief of firemen, members of such associa- 
tion, who may be injured or rendered sick by disease contracted in 
the actual discharge of duty as firemen, and for the relief of 
widows, children, and if there be no widow or children, then de- 
pendent mothers of such firemen killed or dying from disease so 
contracted in such discharge of duty; to be paid in such manner 
and in such sums to such individuals of the classes herein named 
and described as may be provided for and determined upon in ac- 
cordance with the constitution and by-laws of said association, and 
such provisions and determinations made pursuant to said consti- 
tution and by-laws shall be final and conclusive as to the persons 
entitled to benefits and as to the amount of benefit to be received, 
and no action at law shall be maintained against said Association 
to enforce any claim or recover any benefit under this article or 
under the constitution and by-laws of said Association; but if any 
officer or commitee of said Association omit or refuse to perform 
any duty imposed upon him or them, nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to prevent any proceedings against said officer or 
committee, to compel him or them to perform such duty. No 
fireman shall be entitled to receive any benefit under this section 
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until the Firemen’s Relief Fund of this city or town shall have been 
exhausted. 


6059—Treasurer to File Report and Give Bond 


The Treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion shall make a detailed report to the state treasurer of the year- 
ly expenditures of the appropriation under this chapter on or be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year, showing the total amount of money 
in his hands at the time of the filing of the report, and shall give 
a bond to the State of North Carolina with good and sufficient 
‘sureties to the satisfaction of the treasurer of the State of North 
Carolina in a sum not less than the amount of money on hand 
as shown by said report. 


6060—Who Shall Participate in the Fund 
The line of duty entitling one to participate in the fund shall 
be so construed as to mean actual fire duty only, and any actual 
duty connected with the fire department when directed to perform 
the same by an officer in charge. 


6061—Who May Become Members 

Any organized Fire Company in North Carolina, holding itself 
ready for duty may, upon compliance with the requirements of said 
constitution and by-laws become a member of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association, and any firemen of good moral char- 
‘acter in North Carolina, and belonging to an organized fire com- 
pany who will comply with the requirements of the constitution 
and by-laws of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association 
may become a member of said association. 


6062—Applied to Members of Regular Fire Company 
The provisions of this chapter shall apply to any fireman who 
is a member of a regularly organized fire company, and is a mem- 
ber in good standing of the North Carolina State Fremen’s Asso- 


ciation. 


ARTICLE 2—FUND DERIVED FROM FIRE INSURANCE 
COMPANIES 


6063—Fire Insurance Companies to Report Premiums Collected. 

Every fire insurance company, corporation or association 
doing business in any town or city in North Carolina that 
has, or may hereafter have, a regularly organized fire de- 
partment under the control of the mayor and city council or other 
governing body of said town or city, and which has in serviceable 
condition for fire duty apparatus and equipment amounting in 
value to one thousand dollars or more and which enforces the fire 
laws to the satisfaction of the insurance commissioner shall return 
to the insurance commissioner of the state of North Carolina a 
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just and true account of all premiums collected and received from 
all fire insurance business done within the corporate limits of 


such towns and cities during year ending December thirty-first, or 
such portion thereof as they may have transacted such business 
in such towns and cities. Such companies, corporations, or as- 
sociations shall make said returns within sixty days from and af- 
ter the thirty-first day of December of each year. 


6064—Tax on Receipts For Premiums 


Every fire insurance company, corporation or association as 
aforesaid shall, within seventy-five days from December thirty- 
first of each year, deliver and pay to the state insurance commis- 
sioner the sum of fifty cents out of and from every one hundred 
dollars, and at that rate, upon the amount of all premiums written 
on fire and lightning policies covering property situated within 
the corporated limits of such towns and cities during the year 
ending December thirty-first in each year, or for such portion of 
each year as said company, corporation, or association shall have 
done business in said towns and cities. 
6065—Insurance Commissioner to Investigate Returns and Collect 


Tax 

Every such company, corporation, or association shall make 
accurate returns of all business done, both on fire and lightning 
insurance, covering property situated within the limits of such 
towns and cities; and in case any fraud, misrepresentation, or mis- 
take of any returns, as provided for in this article, be apparent, 
it shall be the duty of the insurance commissioner to investigate 
such returns and collect the amount which he shall find to be 
due. 


6066—Penalty For Failure to Pay Tax 


Every fire insurance company, association, or corporation 
aforesaid which shall knowingly or wilfully fail or neglect to re- 
port or pay over any of the money due on premiums as afore- 
said, at the times and in the manner specified in this article, or 
shall be found upon examination to have made a false return of 
businesss done by them, shall for each offense forfeit and pay the 
sum of three hundred dollars for the use and benefit of the fire 
department of such town or city, to be recovered in a civil action 
in the name of the town or city. 


6067—Insurance Commissioner to Pay Fund to Treasurer 

The insurance commissioner shall deduct the sum of five per 
cent from the money so collected from the insurance companies, 
corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, and pay the same over 
to the treasurer of the State Firemen’s Association for general 
purposes and the remainder of the money so collected from the 
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insurance companies, corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, 
doing business in the several towns and cities in the state having, 
or that may hereafter have organized fire department as provided 
in this article, said insurance commissioner shali pay to the treas- 
urer of each town or city to be held by him as a separate and dis- 
tinet fund, and he shall immediately pay the same to the treasurer 
of the local board of trustees upon his election and qualification, 
for the use of the board of trustees of the firemen’s local relief 
fund in each town or city, composed of five members, residents of 
said city or town as hereinafter provided for, to be used by them 
for the purpose as named in section 6069. 


6068—Trustees Appointed; Organization 


In each town or city complying with and deriving benefits from 
the provisions of this article there shall be appointed annually in 
January, a local board of trustees, known as the trustees of the 
firemen’s relief fund, to be composed of five members, two of 
whom shall be named by the members of the local fire department, 
two by the mayor and board of aldermen or other local governing 
body, the remaining member by the State insurance commissioner, 
all to hold office for two years or until their successors are ap- 
pointed, and to serve without pay for their service. They shall 
immediately after appointment organize by electing from their 
members a chairman and a secretary and treasurer, which two last 
positions may be held by the same person, The treasurer of said 
board of trustees shall give a good and sufficient bond in a sum 
equal to the amount of moneys in his hands, to be approved by the 
insurance commissioner, for the faithful and proper discharge of 


the duties of his office. 
6069—Disbursement of Fund By Trustees 


The board of trustees shall have entire control of the funds 
derived from the provisions of this article, and shall disburse the 
funds only for the following purposes: 

1. To safeguard any fireman in active service from financial 
loss occasioned by sickness contracted or injury received while in 
the performance of his duties as a fireman. 

2. To provide a reasonable support for those actually de- 
pendent upon the services of any fireman who may lose his life in 
the fire service of his town, city or state, either by accident or 
from disease contracted or injury received by reason of such ser- 
vice. The amount is to be determined according to the earning 
capacity of the deceased. 

8. To safeguard any fireman who has honorably served for a 
period of five years in the fire service of this city or town from 
ever becoming an inmate of any almshouse or actually dependent 


upon’ eharity. 
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4. To provide for the payment of any fireman’s assessment 
in the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of North 
Carclina, if the board of trustees find as a fact that said fireman 
is unable to pay the said assessment by reason of disability. 
6070—Trustees to Keep Account and File Report; Effect of Failure 

The board of trustees shall keep a correct account of all 
moneys received and disbursed by them, and shall at the annual 
meeting of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association render 
an itemized statement of the same, for publication in the annual 
report, a copy of which report shall be made annually to the state 
insurance commissioner; and in case any board of trustees in any 
of the towns and cities benefitted by this article shall neglect or 
fail to perform their duties, or shall willfully misappropriate the 
funds entrusted to their care, or shall neglect or fail to report at 
the annual meeting at the state association, then the insurance 
commissioner shall withhold any and all further payments to said 
board of trustees, or their successors, until the matter has been 
fully investigated by an official of the State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion, and adjusted to the satisfaction of the state insurance com- 
missioner. Should such payments be unadjusted for a period of 
fifteen months from the time when such payments would other- 
wise have been made then the insurance commissioner shall pay 
over the said amount to the treasurer of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association and shall constitute a part of the firemen’s 
relief fund. 


6071—Municipal Clerk to Certify List of Fire Companies; Effect 
of Failure 

The clerk of any city, town or village or other municipal cor- 
poration having an organized fire department shall, on or before 
the 31st day of October in each year, make and file with the in- 
surance commissioner his certificate, stating the existence of such 
department, the number of steam, hand or other engines, hook and 
ladder trucks and hose carts in actual use, the number of organ- 
ized companies, and the system of water supply in use for such 
departments, together with such other facts as the insurance com- 
missioner may require, on a blank to be furnished by him. If the 
certificate required by this section is not filed with the insurance 
commissioner on or before October thirty-first in any year, the 
city, town or village so failing to file such certificate shall forfeit 
the payment next due to be paid to said board of trustees, and the 
insurance commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treas- 
urer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same 
shall constitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund. 


6072—Fire Departments To Be Members of State Association And 
Send Delegate To Meeting 
For the purpose of supervision and as guaranty that the pro- 
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visions of this article shall be honestly administered in a business 
like manner, it is provided that every department enjoying the 
benefits of this law shall be a member of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association, send at least one accredited delegate to the 
annual meeting of said association and comply with its constitu- 
tion and by-laws. If the fire department of any city, town or vil- 
lage shall fail to send at least one delegate to the annual meeting 
of the State Firemen’s Association and otherwise fails to comply 
‘with the constitution and by-laws of said Association said city, 
town or village shall forfeit its right to the next annual payment 
due from the funds mentioned in this article, and the insurance 
commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treasurer of the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same shall con- 
stitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund: Provided, however, that 
the failure of any department to have a delegate or representative 
present at the annual meeting of the association shall not have 
such effect if in the opinion of a majority of the Executive Com- 
mittee of said association such delegate or representative had a 
valid excuse for his failure so to attend. 
6073—No Discrimination on Account of Color 

Inasmuch as there are in a number of towns and cities of this 
state fire companies composed exclusively of colored men, it is ex- 
pressly provided that the local board of trustees shall make no 
discrimination on account of color in the payment of benefits. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall 
pay to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Fire- 
men’s Association one-sixth of the funds arising from the five per 
cent. paid him by the insurance commissioner each year, to be used 
by said North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Association for 
general purposes. 

Section 2. That all laws and clauses of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. That this act shall be in force and effect from and 


after its ratification. 
In the General Assembly, read three times and ratified, this 


21st day of February, 1925. 
AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION 6063 OF THE CONSOLIDATED 
STATUTES RELATING TO THE FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


The General Assembly of North Carolina do enact: 

Section 1. That section six thousand sixty-three of the 
Consolidated Statutes be amended by striking out the word 
“incorporated” in line two (2) thereof, after the word “any” and 


before the word “town”. 


Section 2. That this act be in force and effect from a and 
after its ratification. 
Section 3. Ratified this the 19th day of March, A. D. 1929. 
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RULES GOVERNING HosE COMPANIES 
HAND REEL CONTEST 


Two To Enter 
Sixteen men and a foreman allowed. 


Reel to carry not less than 148 feet of standard two and one- 
half inch hose to be connected on the start as when ready for duty 
to fires (three full threads) to run 100 yards, unreel not les than 
98 feet of hose, attach same to plug, screw pipe to hose (any size 
nozzle), throw water in quickets time. Water to show opposite 
or beyond the hyrant, or company shall be ruled out. The plug 
must be closed at the time of the company starting on the run, 
and shall be opened by the wrenchman. No straps or snap coup- 
lings allowed. 


No company shall be allowed to assist another. In the run 
each company is required to furnish a roll of its members to the 
Secretary of the Association on the morning after the first day, 
as early as possible. Fifteen minutes will be allowed. Each com- 
pany failing to start within that time shall be ruled out. Two 
entries required. No one allowed inside the ropes except the com- 
pany making the run. The company making the best time wins 


the first prize. No company allowed to enter more than one 
team. 


GRAB RACE CONTEST 


Company to run 50 yards, grab reel and run 50 yards to plug, 
unreel not less than 48 feet of hose, attach same to plug and throw 
water—drag rope to be put up or down (optional with company) 
Plug must be closed when company starts to run same as Reel Con- 
tests. Couplings to be broken opposite or beyond plug. Should 
butt or nozzle blow off, company be ruled out. 


HORSE REEL RACE 
Two To Enter 


Companies allowed the use of any four-wheeled Hose Carriage 
or Wagon, either one or two-horse, to carry not less than 250 feet 
standard two and one-half inch natural unstretched hose. Carriage 
or Wagon to be weighed; weight for one horse not less than 1,000 
pounds, exclusive of driver and men; the driver, buttman and 
coupling breaker shall ride on Carriage or Wagon, horse or horses 
to be hitched to hose Carriage and Wagon and to be given a moving 
start of 50 yards behind the actual starting line. The starting 
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to be so located as to be a 200-yard run for horse to hydrant, 
where company is to unreel. Time to be taken when front wheels 
of wagon pass over the starting line until water shows, unreel not 
less than 250 feet of hose, breaking couplings and attach pipe and 
show water. Water must show within 50 of the 250-foot line; 
hose to be reeled on carriage or placed on wagon, connected with 
three full threads. The plug must be closed at the time of the 
company starting and cannot be opened until hose is first started 
‘to be unreeled. Companies allowed five men in addition to those 
who ride, and can be placed in such positions as desired. Time 
taken from the first signal until water shows. If butt, or pipe 
blows off company shall be ruled out and hose must be let go’ be- 
fore pressure is taken off. Where ballast is used the certificate 
must show the kind of ballast and weight of same. 


OTHER EVENTS 


One Hundred Yard Foot Race 


Men to run 100 yards. Two men to be selected by the captain 
of each company. The one making the best time wins the prize. 


General Rules. 


All contestants will be required to take part in the parade, un- 
less excused for satisfactory reasons, same to be made in writing. 


In no case will a second trial be allowed. 
Each company’s run will be decided by lot. 
Captains will select all judges on the morning of the contest. 


All competing companies must furnish the judges with weight of 
apparatus—to be weighed on city scales. 

Companies wishing couplings—city Standard, eight threads to 
the inch—will be furnished with the same on application to the 
Chief of Fire Department. 


Hose will be furnished on the day of contest, if desired. 


No person will be allowed to enter any of the contests unless he 
is a bona fide member of the company with which he enters. 


N. B.—Judges must be governed by the rules, as no changes 
will be allowed under any circumstances. 
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Rules Governing Motor Contest at 
Fayetteville Convention and 
Tournament — 1920 


Rule 1. Contest shall be to test the efficiency of the men, and 
not for speed of truck. 


Rule 2. Team shall consist of not more than 8 men, one of 
whom shall be captain. Team to be sub-divided into 2 sub-teams, 
one for Hose contest and one for the Chemical contest. The 
Hose team to consist of 1 wrenchman, 1 buttman, 1 slack-puller, 1 
coupling-breaker and 1 nozzleman. The Chemical team to consist 
of 2 laddermen and one climber—three men; total eight men. 


Rule 3. Truck shall be furnished by the city where Tourna- 
ment is to be held. Same truck to be used by all teams alike. A 
competent chauffer to be furnished by the city, to drive for all 
alike. He shall be sworn to give as near as is humanly possible the 
same start, the same speed and same finish to all teams alike. 


Rule 4. Truck to start from a standstill with men on truck, 
from a point not less than 200 yards from, hydrant; to run with 
fair speed to all, breaking string that sounds starting gong going 
at hydrant, 100 feet from hydrant and pass hydrant and come to 
a full stop opposite the ladder-shed, which shall be erected on the 
opposite side of the street, 100 feet beyond the hydrant. (Hydrant 
to be on left, ladder-shed to be on right. 


Rule 5. Men to jump from truck, remove cap, connect hose to 
hydrant lay two sections of hose, break coupling, attach nozzle and 
show water at nozzle. The Chemical men to unship ladder, place 
same against ladder shed; the climber to mount same and touch 
bell on ladder-shed with his chemical nozzle. Bell to be erected 
on ladder-shed 14 feet from pavement to the center of bell. Ladder 
to be standard twelve foot truck ladder. 


Rule 6. There shall be two sets of timers, one for the Hose 
contest, and one for the Chemical contest. Hose contest shall be 
WET, the chemical contest to be DRY. Time shall be taken by 
both sets of timers at the sound of the starting gong—until water 
shows at nozzle for the Hoseman, and from the touch of the 
chemical nozzle at top round of ladder-shed by the Chemical men. 
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Rule 7. In the Water Contest, coupling must be broken and 
water shown, opposite or beyond hydrant; hose must be laid in 
truck, same as for fire service; second coupling (the one to be 
broken) to be on three full threads and placed in truck, beyond 
the reach of the coupling breaker, until hose is commenced to be 
laid; buttman and slack-puller allowed not more than fifteen feet 
of slack to jump with; cap on hydrant to be three full threads. 


Rule 8. The time of the Hose service and the Chemical ser- 
vice to be kept separate. Separate prizes to be given to the win- 
ners in each contest. 


Rule 9. A neutral judge who is not in anyway connected with 
the team making the run, to ride on truck and report any infrac- 
tion of the above rules. 


Rule 10. No one except members of team starting with truck 
allowed to assist in any particular.

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8. The location of the principal or head office shall be in the 
city of Concord, County of Cabarrus, State of North Carolina, but 
the same may be moved by said corporation or its board of direc.

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CONSTITUTION AND By-Laws 


OF THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION 


Name and Object 


Article 1. The name of this Association, which is organized 
by voluntary agreement of its members and under resolutions duly 
adopted by the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, shall 
be known as “Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of 
North Carolina.” 


Article 2. The objects of said Association shall be to cement 
more firmly the bonds of fraternity and friendship now existing 
between the members of THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION. 


Article 3. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
created and maintained by assessment made upon its members, 
which shall become due and payable as provided in the By-Laws 
of the Association. 

Government 


Article 1. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
under the general control and supervision and management of the 
Executive Committee of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 


ciation. 
Article 2. The Executive Committee shall make a report at 


each and every Annual Meeting of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association at its first business session. 
By-Laws and Regulations 
The officers of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall 
be the Executive officers of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association. 
Membership 


1. Any active member in good standing with the State Associa- 
tion, and any Honorary member who has served five years as a 
fireman, and in good standing with the State Association, shall be 
eligible for membership in THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL IN- 
SURANCE FUND. 


2. Any member whose name shall have been dropped from the 
Roll of Members for non-payment of assessments may be re-in- 
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stated in his membership upon application, and upon a showing 
that he is in good health at the time, and upon paying to the Sec- 
retary the sum of $2.20, together with all past due assessments: 
Provided, however, that said application for reinstatement shall be 
made within twelve months after the time his name shall have 
been dropped from the roll, and, Provided, further, that no member 
so in default shall be allowed more than one application for re- 
instatement. 


Sub.-Sec. 2. The application of any person presented to the 
Secretary of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund for member- 
ship as an honorary member shall be accompanied by a sworn 
statement, sworn to and subscribed before a Notary Public by the 
three ranking officials of the Department or organization to which 
applicant has belonged to, or affiliated with, stating that such 
applicant has been an active member of an organized Fire Depart- 
ment in the State of North Carolina and is in good standing in 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and has been for 
the period of FIVE years immediately preceeding the presenta- 
tion of his application. 


Sub.-Sec. 3. No application presented for membership either 
active or honorary shall be accepted by the Secretary of the Fire- 
men’s Fraternal Insurance Fund if the age of the applicant is in 
excess of 50 years. 


Beneficiaries and Certificates 


3. A Certificate of Membership shall be issued to each mem- 
ber of THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, signed by the President 
and Secretary, which certificate, among other things, shall set forth 
the name, age, place of residence of the member, and also the 
name, age, place of residence and relationship of the Beneficiary 
named and designated by the member at the time of his applica- 
tion. 

4, The Beneficiary shall be named and designated by the mem- 
ber at the time of his application for membership, and shall be a 
near relative of the applicant. Provided; that in exceptional cases; 
and with the consent of the Executive Committee, the applicant 
may designiate his estate as beneficiary. 


5. The designated Beneficiary may be changed at the pleasure 
of the member upon surrender of his Certificate of Membership 
upon the payment of a fee of $1.00, and thereupon a new Certificate 
of Membership, with the name of the new beneficiary therein 
stated, shall be issued to him. Upon surrender of any Certificate, 
the President and Secretary shall cancel the same. 

6. In case the certificate of Membership shall be lost or de- 
stroyed, and a member desires to procure a new Certificate of

Membership or desires to change the beneficiary designated therein, 
he shall have the resignated beneficiary, if living, join in the appli- 
cation for a new certificate, or for change of the Beneficiary; Pro- 
vided, that in case the designated beneficiary be dead, proof of 
such fact must accompany the application for a new certificate, 
or for change of the beneficiary. 

7. In case the designated beneficiary shall pre-decease the 
member, and the member shall die without having designated a 
‘new beneficiary, then, and in that event, the amount payable un- 
der the Certificate of Membership shall be payable to the heirs 
at law or legatees of such deceased member, according to the laws 
of the State of which the deceased member was a citizen at the 
time of his death. 

Payment of Beneficiary Fund 


Upon receiving satisfactory notice of the death of a member of 
THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF THE 
STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, the President and Treasurer 
shall immediately forward to the beneficiary designated in the 
Certificate of Membership, if living, or to the heirs at law or 
legatees of such deceased member, if known, and the designated 
beneficiary be dead, a check for a sum of not less than Two Hun- 
dred and Fifty Dollars if so much be in the Treasury at the time, 
and as soon hereafter as practicable, not exceeding sixty days, 
the balance collected upon the assessment made on account of the 
_ death of such deceased member: Provided, that no amount great- 

er than One Thousand Dollars of the sum collected upon the as- 
sessment made for the death of any deceased member shall be 
paid to the designated beneficiary, if living, or to the heirs at law 
or legatees of the deceased member, if the resignated beneficiary 
be dead at the time of the levy and collection of such assessment, 
Provided, further that One Dollar from every assessment in excess 
of One Thousand Dollars collected from members shall go to es- 


tablish a surplus fund. 


Assessment and Beneficiary Fund 

1. Each member of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation becoming a member of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance 
Fund of the State of North Carolina shall pay in advance to the 
Secretary, the sum of $2.20 which shall constitute the first two 
assessments. 

2. Upon the death of any member of the Association, there 
shall be levied upon each member an assessment of $1.10, and 
there shall-be levied as many assessments as there shall be deaths 
of members, to the end that the primary fund arising from the 
first two assessments shall be maintained intact as nearly as pos- 


sible. 
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8. All assessments shall be levied by the Secretary, notice of 
which shall be promptly given to each member, and shall be pay- 
able to said President and Secretary within thirty days after the 
same shall have been made. 


4, Any member who shall fail to pay the assessment levied, 
and being in default in payment thereof for thirty days after 
notice of such assessment, shall cease to be a member of THE 


FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF THE 


STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, and shall forfeit all interest 
therein, unless reinstated as herein provided. 


5. The sum arising from assessments shall be apportioned and 
applied as follows: Ten (10c) cents to each assessment shall be 
applied to the account of salary and expenses of one ($1.00) Dol- 
lar thereof, not to exceed One Thousand Dollars, as heretofore 
provided, to the beneficiary of the member for whose death the 
assessment may be levied. 


6. Upon payment of the full amount collected upon an assess- 
ment on account of the death of any member of the Fund, the 
President and Secretary shall cancel the certificate of membership 
of such deceased member. 


Amendments 


These By-Laws and Regulations may be repealed, amended or 
added to by vote of two-thirds of the Executive Committee at any 
regular meeting, or at a meeting called for that purpose, same 


to be subject to approval of the NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION at its next regular meeting. 


Application blanks and Forms of Certificate of Membership 
were offered for inspection and the question of the exact forms 
left open for future action. 


Upon motion of Capt. McNeil the election of a board of direc- 
tors resulted as follows: James H. Wood, John L. Foister, Charles 
Schnibben, R. E. Currier and John L. Miller, the same persons as 
now constitute the Executive Committee of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association. The work of the incorporators hay- 
ing been completed, the meeting was adjourned.

WHEN THESE REQUIREMENTS ARE MET: When these re- 
quirements are met you will be in good standing with the 
State Association, and will have complied with all Statutes 
relative to the Firemen’s Relief Fund, disbursed by the 


Insurance Commissioner’s Office.
